TO BUILD 1,000-TON ICE PLANT. 


Jacob Ruppert Hopes to Have It Oper- 
ating Next Summer. 


Jacob Ruppert, a brewer, and President 
of the De La Vergne Refrigerating Machine 
Company of Port Morris, is to establish an 
ice plant in One Hundred and Thirty-third 
Street, near Alexander Avenue, Borough 
of the Bronx, which will have a capacity 
of 1,000 tons a day. 

For some days an engine has been kept 
at work on the proposed site for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the amount of water 
which can be obtained by pumpng from 
driven wells. 

Mr. Ruppert said yesterday that the build- 
ing would be about 200 feet square and four 
stories high. He hopes to have the plant in 
running order by the first of next June.

—One or More Lives Lost. 


HONOLULU, Nov. 29.—The' steamer 
Maunaloo reports that the ship W. H. Star- 
buch was burned to the water’s edge on 
Noy. 5,-in latitude 138.10 north, longitude 
131 west. She was bound from Port Blake- 
ly to South Africa with 1,000,000 feet of 
lumber. Capt. McDonald’s boat, with his 


wife, first mate, nine of the crew, aad three 
babies, landed at Hookena on Nov. 26 
The vessel was out nineteen days from 
Port Blakely when fire was discovered in 
the hold. he fire raged fiercely, and the 
Captain and crew were forced to take to 
their beats. The boats remained together 
for three days, when the first mate’s boat 
capsized, the cook being lost. A _ storm 
came up several days later, and during the 
rough weatlLer the second mate’s boat was 
lost sight of, and has not been seen since. 


More Bodies of Portland Victims. 

CHATHAM, Mass., Dec. 6.—The heavy 
easterly surf of the past two days has 
brought in seven more bodies of victims of 
the Portland. These, with the one recovered

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Secretary Bliss 
has received dispatches from the Indian 
Territory, indicating a change of senti- 
ment on the pert of some of the Indian 
tribes with which the Dawes Commission 

has been negotiating treaties.

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KILLED IN AN ELEVATOR 


Accident in Manice Building Re- 
sults in Death of W. H. Griffen. 


THE COUNTER WEIGHTS FELL 


Crashed Through Roof of Car in Whick 
Were Directors of the United States 
Fire Insurance Company. 


An accident to a passenger elevator in 
the Manice Building, northwest corner of 
Pine and William Streets, yesterday after- 
noon, resulted in the instant death of Wal- 
ter H. Griffen Secretary of the United 
States Fire Insurance Company, probably 
fatal injuries to Thomas W. Cauldwell, a 
lawyer of 9 and 11-Pine Street, and a Direet- 
or of the insurance company, ahd a bad cut 
on the forehead for George H. Smith of 
George H. Smith & Hicks, fire and marine 
insurance brokers, at 68 William Street, also 
a Director of the insurance company. Sev- 
eral other Directors were -in- the elevator 
and were greatly Shocked, but none of them 
was hurt. 

The Manice Building is an eleven-story 
office building, and the elevator to which 
the accident happened runs in a narrow 
Shaft on the William Street side. On the 
eighth floor are the Directors’ ‘rooms of the 
United States Fire Insurance Company, 
whose general offices are on the ground 
floor, with a door exactly facing the door 
of the elevator. A meeting of the Direct- 
ors was held yesterday afternoon, at which 
President W. Wilson Underhill presided, 
and which was attended by Mr. Griffen, the 
Secretary; Samuel M. Craft, Vice President, 
and Thomas W. Cauldwell, George H. 
Smith, A, W. Haviland, Edmund A. Hurry, 
WwW. L. Moore, and Edward D. Thurston. 
The meeting was adjourned about 2:10 
o’clock, and all in attendance went to the 
elevator except Mr. Craft, who walked 
down the stairs. Mr. Underhill took leave 
of his companions at the elevator door and 
went back to the Directors’ room. 

The others boarded the elevator, which 
was in cnarge of Dernis Sullivan, a young 
man who lives at 29 Prince Street. Mr. 
Smith says that at the sixth floor some one 
eried “Down!” and that Sullivan brought 
the elevator to a stop suddenly. As the 
ear was already uncomfortably crowded, 
Sullivan was ordered to go on down, and 
did so. The iun down was jerky, and the 
elevator was stopped suddenly within a 
foot or twenty inches of the ground floor. 
Sullivan had hig hand on the door, opening 
when there came a terrible crash, fol-

Abbot & Per- 
ry, his counsel, and also counsel for the 
owners of the building in which the acci- 
dent happened. He stated that he had been 
employed in the building but a week, but 
had been an elevator operator for four 
years. He said he had taken a load of 
passengers on the elevator at the eighth 
floor. When between the sixth and seventh 
floors the cables snapped and the elevator 
fell with great speed to the ground fioar, 
the counter weights also falling from the 
top of the shaft and crashing through the 
ear. He stated.that the air cushions saved 
all the passengers from death, und that 
had it not been for the falling of the coun- 
ter weights no one would have been killed. 
Magistrate Wentworth remanded Sullivan 
to the Coroner. who later paroled him in 
the custody of his counsel. 

The story of Suilivan is probably that of 
a very much frightened person, for it is 
a correct statement of the facts in the 
W L. Moore and George a. 
Smith say the elevator did not fall. IJIn- 
spectors for Otis Brothers & Ca., makers 
of the elevator, reported to Manager Bel- 
knap late in the afternoon that the cables 
were intact, and that there was nothing the 
matter with the drum. The elevator, Mr. 
Belknap said, was of the usual Otis electric 
pattern. It was put in the Manice Building 
in 1895, and had been in operation since 
having been inspected by men from 
his office once every two months. He said 
he had heard that two men from the Build- 
ing Department had inspected it only a 
short time—ten or twenty minutes—before 
the accident. At first his theory of the 
accident was that Suliivan had run the ele- 
vator too far down and had not cut off the 
power, thus forcing the counter balance 
weights out of their channels at the top and 
loosening them from the rods that are sup- 
posed to hold them together. When in- 
formed that the car had been stopped some 
inches from the ground floor, Mr. Belknap 
said he believed then that during some other 
run the car had been sent too far down, 
with the effect of buckling the weight rods 
and throwing the weights out of their chan- 
nels. He said he could give no other expla- 
nation of the accident. 

William T, Craft, son of the Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States Fire Insurance 
Company, gave some information which in- 
dicates that there had been serious trouble 
with the elevator before. Said he: ‘‘ A week 
ago the elevator came down with a crash 
and broke a lot of lights in the car. Every 
time it landed it hit with a thump, né 
when it did the same this afternoonsome one 
in the office said: ‘ There goes a bill for some 
more lights.” Then we heard the crash.,and 
the noise of the falling weights. My theory 
is that the sudden stopping of the elevator 
snapped the rope. and this caused the coun- 
ter weights to fly out of the grooves and 
come down into the car. I don’t believe that 
the boy Sullivan was to blame. I have often 
noticed him coming down, and he always 
stops from three to five feet of thé bottom 
to avoid a hard contact. I believe that 
something is the matter with the elevator.”

The Canadian Rider Continues to 
Beat Records at the Garden. 


RIDING FOR HIS SICK WIFE 


He Hopes to Win Enough Money to 
Send Her to Florida—Miller 
Is Second. 
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Pierce, the Canailidn bicyclist, is still lead- 
ing in the six-day bicycle racé. At 11 o’clock 
last night he had ridden 804 miles and 3 
Japs, and was then 11 miles 528 yards ahead 
of the record. 

Up to that time he had only been off the 
track twice during the day. He was off 
for twenty-nine minutes at noon and for 
fifty mimutes at 7 o’clock in the evening. 
He declared that he did not want any sleep, 
and_insisted on going on with the race. 

After 11 o’clock, however, he retired again, 
and when the 12 o’clock score was an- 
nounced he was only a mile and 507 yards 
ahead -of the record: While he was’ off 
Miller spurted, and cut down the Cana- 
dian’s lead very much. Ai midnight last 
year’s winner was only four miles behind 
che leader. 

The race during the day was a hot one, 
and the leaders rode as though they had 
only just started, instead of being on the 
second day of the journey. Pierce had the 


lead; and he seemed determined to keep it, 
and Miller and Waller were fighting hard 
for second place,

A NEW NATIONAL CHESS CLUB. 


A meeting of representatives of leading 
chess clubs was held at the Manhattan 
Chess Club yesterday. Judge Lesser of the 
Boston Chess Club was in- the chair, the 
other delegates being W. P. Shipley, Phila- 
delphia; Capt. O'Farrell, Washington; Stan- 
ley H. Chadwick, Brooklyn, and Col. Morse, 
Manhattan.

ment of $1 per year, but without voice or 
vote. The delegates to elect six officers 
and five representatives who will form a 
Governing Board.

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE ABROAD. 


What the Leading Newspapers in the 
Various European Capitals 
Think About It. 


LONDON, Dec. 6.—The afternoon news- 
papers here express satisfaction at Presi- 
dent McKinley’s message to Congress, with 
the exception of his allusion to the Nica- 
ragua Canal, which, they consider, does not 
show sufficient appreciation of British 
treaty rights. - 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: 

‘‘In language of studied moderation, but 
which leaves no room to doubt its mean- 
ing, the President foreshadows the fixed de- 
termination of the Government to stand 
by the policy of the ‘open door’ in the 
East. That declaration brings the United 
States in a line with us, if ever the time 
comes to speak with enemies in the ‘ open- 
door’ way.” 

Referring to the. Nicaragua Canal The 
Pall Mall Gazette remarks: 

“While fully admitting the validity of 
the President’s claims for the complete 
protection of the commerce of the United 
States, we may be permitted to point out 
that British interests are no less entitled to 
consideration, and that the GoVYernment at 
Washington is already bound by definite 
obligations We are convinced, Mowever, 
that when it comes to business there will 
be no disposition in the United States to 
question the position of friendly equality of 
the two countries in this matter.” 

The St. James’s Gazette says: 

“The message wili be read with pleasure. 
The President faces new issues in a broad- 
minded way, and suggests the solution of 
their problems on large and generous 
lines.’’ 

The St. James’s Gazette interprets the 
references to the Nicaragua Canal and the 
friendly relations with Great Britain. as 
meaning that President McKinley recog- 
nizes the binding character of the Clayton- 
3ulwer treaty, and adds: 

“Tt would be strange if the opportunities 
just now afforded by the Canadian negotia- 
tions do not result in the near future in a 
comprehensive understanding between the 
two great branches of the English-speaking 
race, not merely on the broad, general lines 
common commercial interests, but on 
such closely related details as the creation 
and guarantee of the .nteroceanic water- 
way.” a 

PARIS, Dec. 6.—The Liberté, referring to 
President McKinley’s message to Congress, 
Says: 

“The message, which under the circum- 
stances was awaited with natural impa- 
tience, satisfies all curiosity. It constitutes 
a true manifesto of the new imperial policy 
of the United States. The American Repub- 
lic, which has hitherto been voluntarily iso- 
jated, enters with wings fully outspread in- 
to the concert of the powers, and intends 
henceforth to be heard, and will make its 
intentions felt wherever it seems good to 
ag 

The Journal des Débats welcomes Prest- 
dent McKinley's hope that a Franco-Amer- 
ican understanding will shortly be reached, 
*““as evidence of the friendship which was 
Aoubtiess promoted by the important rdle 
recently enacted by the French Ambassador 
at Washington.”’ It adds: 

‘““Not a power interested in the Far East 
is disposed to deny America the practical 
and reasonable demands of President Mc- 
Kinley.”’ 

The Temps thinks that after perusing the 
message no one will be the wiser in regard 
to what can be hoped from the friendship of 
the United States or feared from her en- 
terprises. 

‘As regafds Cuba,”’ continues the Temps, 
‘it may be remarked that the President’s 
declaration is solutely identical with the 
declaration of Great Britain when that 
country entered Egypt, and where she still 
remains.” 

The most interesting point of the mes- 
sage, according to the Temps, is the fact 
that Great Britain’s warm words of fra- 
ternization are not loudly echoed in it. 

BERLIN, Dec. 6.—The National Zeitung, 
touching on President McKinley’s message 
to Congress, says: 

“The message generally is couched in 
moderate terms, and does not indicate an 
anticipated intention to force an entry into 
international politics.” 

The Vossische Zeitung expresses itself as 
being disappinted at not finding in the mes- 
sage the programme of the “‘ newly initiated 
eoionial policy.”’ 

The Tageblatt points out the contrast be- 
tween the President’s message and the 
“prolific demonstrations of the British 
statesmen,’ and says the message “ only 
cursorily refers to the Anglo-American un- 
derstanding.”’ 

MADRID, Dec. 6.—The semi-official Lib- 
eral regards President McKinley’s message 
as ‘‘an additional affront by a discourteous 
eonqueror,’’ and adds: 

“The whole country will protest against 
the repetition: of the calumny in regard to 
the Maine.”

APPOINTMENTS ARE DISCUSSED 


Strong Opposition Develops to Justice 
Daly’s Retention—The District 
Attorneyship in Kings. 


Republicans of all degrees of regularity 
and independence made pilgrimages yester- 
day to Governor-elect Roosevelt’s tempo- 
rary headquarters, at 689 Madison Avenue, 
where they discussed appointments and 
legislation at length and from varying points 
of view. Col. Roosevelt began his work 
early, the first of his callers arriving by 
appointment immediately after breakfast, 
and he kept it up all day long, desisting 
only to attend a private dinner given in 
the evening by his sister, Mrs. W. 8. 
Cowles, with whom he is staying while in 
town. So numerous were the engagements 
he had made for the day, that the Colonel 
was obliged to decline to see anybody ex- 
cept those with whom he had appointments. 

The appointment of a successor to Jus- 
tice O’Brien, in case the vacancy occurs 
after Jan. 1, was one of the subjects of 
conferen:e. Col. Roosevelt's advertised de- 
termination to appoint Justice Daly has 
raised what threatens to become a storm of 
opposition about the Colonel’s ears. Local 
organization Republicans have taken such 
strong ground against it, and the Governor- 
elect clings so closely to his original de- 


termination, that the prediction is freely 
made that a rupture of the harmony that 
now reigns between the Executive-to-be and 
all factions of the party is bound to follow 
if Justice Daly is named. Abraham Gruber 
called yesterday in the interest of Justice 
Cohen, while Wheeler H. Peckham and 
Bourke Cockran had words of approval for 
Col. Roosevelt’s expressed intention to ap- 
point Justice Daly. 

John E. Milholland saw the Governor-elect 
on behalf of Engineer Edward P. North’s 
eancidacy for State Sumperintendent of Pub- 
lice Works. While Mr. North is recommend- 
ed by men whose indorsement commands 
Col. Roosevelt’s consideration, it is not be- 
lieved by those best informed in the matter 
that his selection is at all likely. Mr. North 
is no longer a young man, it is urged, and 
while ke is an expert engineer, it is contend- 
ed that what is wanted in Superintendent 
Aldridge’s successor is not s0 much an engi- 
neer as a business man with exccutive abil- 
ity and nerve. These are the qualities which 
the men who are urging Frank Hendricks of 
Syracuse deciare that he possesses in a high 
degree. 

Commissioner Silas W. Burt of the State 
Civil Service Board and George McAneny, 
Secretary of the Civil Service Reform Asso- 
ciation, were among the morning callers 
on the Governor-elect. Others who saw 
him between breakfast and luncheon were 
Arehibald D. Sanders, Chairman of the 
Republican County Committee of Genesee; 
Harvey F. Remington of Rochester, Edward 
H. Fallows, Assemblyman-elect from the 
Twenty-first District of this county, and 
John J. McCook. 

The Governor-elect was the guest at 
luncheon at the Manhattan Hotel of Ralph 
Trautmann. The others present were ex- 
Mayor Charles A. Schieren of Brooklyn, 
Paul Goepel, Jacob H. Schiff. Hubert Cillis, 
and Frederick W. Holls, all rominent rep- 
resentatives of the German-American ele- 
ment. 

Seth Low, accompanied by Willis L. Og- 
den and James McKeen of Brooklyn, talked 
with Col. Roosevelt during the afternoon 
about the vacant District Attorneyship in 
Kings County which will be caused by Mr. 
Marean’s elevation to the Supreme Court. 
Mr. McKeen has been mentioned as a pos- 
sible successor to Mr. Marean, but friends 
of his said yesterday that he would not 
accept the place, and that he, with Mr. Low 
and Mr. Ogden. had called on the Governor- 
elect to urge the appointment of Hiram R. 
Steele. 

Col. Roosevelt will start this afternoon at 
1 o’clock for Boston, where he will lecture 
to-night. His conferences will be resumed 
to-morrow and continue through Friday. 

Senator Platt will come up from Washing- 
ton on Friday, and it is probable that Col. 
Roosevelt will have a long talk with the 
Senator and Chairman Odell of the State 
Committee Friday night. 

Mr. Odell reached here unexpectedly from 
Washington at 10 o’clock last night, on his 
way to his home, at Newburg, whither he 
had been suddenly summoned on an urgent 
business matter. He will go to Newburg 
early this morning, and will not return to 
the Fifth Avenue headquarters until Friday. 


CHOATE’S SELECTION IN DOUBT. 


Sail That McKinley Desires to 
point Reid Ambassador toe 


Great Britain. 


Authentic private information received in 
this city yesterday from Washington tended 
to throw doubt on Joseph H. Choate's ap- 
pointment as Ambassador to the Court of 
St. James, According to these advices, Pres- 
ident McKinley wants to give the place to 
Whitelaw Reid, who is said to have the 
backing of Secretary of State Hay. The 
President is at the same time loath to dis- 
please Senator Platt, who is violently op- 
posed to Mr. Reid’s selection, and who has 
been induced, it is said, to indorse Mr. 
Choate for the place only with a view to 
keeping Mr. Reid from getting it, Elihu 
Root being his first choice. 

The relations between Senator Platt and 
the President are particularly cordial at 
this time, it is known, and, according to 
the freshest information from Washington, 


the President counts on this and on the 
power of the unusual amount of patronage 
which he will have to distribute as the re- 
sult of the country’s expansion, to eventu- 
ally reconcile Senator Platt to Mr. Reid’s 
appointment. 

A Republican high in Senator Platt’s con- 
fidence, and familiar with the situation at 
Washington, said yesterday: 

“TI believe that the President will yet 
have his way and name Reid. He will sim- 
ply wear out Platt’s opposition. The Sena- 
tor is against Reid, and he would regard his 
appointment as a slap in the face for him. 
But he would not fight it. Platt is not as 
young as he was when he resigned from the 
Senate with Conkling for a similar cause. 
He is on the best of terms with the Presi- 
dent, and before he would have a break 
with him he would let Reid’s nomination 
go through.”’ 

Meanwhile strong influence in behalf of 
Mr. Choate is being applied to the President 
from this city. It is stated on excellent 
authority that nobody outside of New York 
is being considered by the President for the 
London Embassy. 


TO REPEAL CONSOLIDATION ACT. 


Brooklyn Republicans Making Ready 
to Introduce a Bill, 


The Republican organization and the 
members-elect of the Legislature in Kings 
County are considering the advisability of 
introducing a measure to repeal the act 
consolidating New York and Brooklyn. The 
Republicans count upon the support of the 
Brooklyn Democratic members of the Legis- 
lature, but are uncertain and apprehensive 
as to the attitude which Governor-elect 
Roosevelt will assume. 

Walter B. Atterbury, Chairman of the Re- 
publican General Committee, said yesterday 
that he was in favor of the repeal of the 
consolidation act, as were also a majority 
of the members of the organizatien. He did 
not know, he said, who would introduce the 
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bill, but had no doubt that it would be in- 
troduced.

TYPHOID TRACED TO MILK. 


The Cases in the Bronx Supposed to 
Emanate from One Source—A 
Milkman’s Misfortune. 


Acting upon instructions from President 
Murphy, a report was submitted to the 
Board of Health yesterday by Eugene 
Monoghan, Assistant Sanitary Superintend- 
ent, relative to an outbreak of typhoid 
fever in the Borough of Bronx. The dis- 
trict affected is situated between Mott and 
Walton Avenues, from One Hundred and 
Thirty-eighth to One Hundred and Fifty- 
second Streets. 

Dr. Monaghan’s report was to the effect 
that a thorough investigation had been car- 
ried out, during which i138 houses of all 
classes had been visited. During this inh- 
spection seventeen cases of typhoid fever 
were discovered, also a number of cases 
of malarial fever. ; 

The report goes on to explain that various 
inquiries were made in 
member was found suffering from the fever 
in regard to the source whence milk was 
obtained. It was found that in all the 
cases with the exception of four milk 
was either furnished by Horace Seybolt, a 
dealer in dairy supplies at 555 Walton Ave- 
nue, or purchased from retail dealers sup- 
plied by him. Among the other four cases, 
two were contracted at Camp Black. Six 
cases were also reported from the neigh- 
borhood of High Bridge by Dr. Ferguson. 
It was ascertained that each family had 
purchased milk of the same dealer, whose 
wife and child had been stricken with the 
disease. Theirs were the first cases in the 
neighborhood. Mrs. Seybolt was taken ill 
on election day. 

In addition to Dr. Monaghan’s personal 
investigations, examinations were conduct- 
ed by the analyst of his department, Mr. 
Hirshman, who found that Seybolt obtained 
his milk from two localities—Copake and 
Mount Kisco, N. Y. The milk was forward- 
ed both in loose cans and in bottles. Upon 
being received at the Westchester and 
Brook Avenue Station of the Harlem Road, 
according to the dealer’s statement, it is 
placed upon his wagon and immediately dis- 
tributed among his customers. 

In concluding his report Dr. Monaghan 
says: ‘‘If it be believed that the numerous 
cases of typhoid fever specified occurred as 
a result of infection from the milk fur- 
nished by Mr. Seybolt it is to be determined 
whether the source of infection is: 
First—Impure water used in washing cans or 
mixed with the milk at any of the farms from 
which milk is sent to the creamery at Copake. 
Second—Impure water used for the same pur- 
pose at the creamery at Copake. 
Third—Contamination at the milk shed, which 
is situated between two stables, the same per- 


son handling all the milk and doing the work 
about the stables. 

Fourth—Infection from possible, though not 
proved, washing off of bottles at the house where 
the disease exists. 

Mr. Seybolt said last night that he was 
at a loss to know of any reason why the 
milk delivered by him should be affected 
or impure. He had been getting his milk 
for years in glass bottles from W. H. Col- 
lins of Copake, Westchester County, and 
in cans from a farmer in Kensico. He did 
not receive the milk in cans direct from 
the farmer, but through an agent named 
James Carter, at the Melrose Station on the 
Harlem Road. The only utensils he used 
at his stables, corner of Cedar Lane and 
One Hundred and Fiftieth Street, were a 
dipper and a pail. He delivered about 200 
quarts each morning to about 150 cus- 
tomers. 

The Board of Health Inspectors had made 
three visits to his stables, had examined 
them thoroughlv and had found everything 
clean there. He never washed cans or bot- 
tles there. He added that this suspicion 
about his milk had nearly ruined his busi- 
ness, and that his wife, who was one of the 
first people to be stricken with typhoid fe- 
ver, was in a critical condition. 

Dr. Eugene Monahan, Sanitary Inspector 
of the Borough of the Bronx, said that the 
epidemic had been checked and that no new 
cases had been reported up to 6 o’clock last 
night. He said also that the majority of 
the cases already reported were very light 
attacks of typhoid fever. 


MAJOR SMITH PREFERS CHARGES 





Capts. Bleecker and Meeks May Now 
Be Court-Martialed. 


Major Clinton A. Smith, commanding offi- 
cer of the Seventy-first Regiment, yester- 
day completed the draft of his charges 
against Capt. Anthony J. Bleecker and 
Capt. William F. Meeks. They are on their 
way to the Governor. 

The charges are two in number, as fol- 
lows: 

Charge 1—Violation of Paragraph 7, Military 
Regulations, which reads: Deliberations or dis- 
cussions among military men conveying censure 
toward others in the service and all publications 
of a personal nature are prohibited. 

Charge 2—Conduct prejudicial to good order and 
military discipline, 

The specifications accompanying each 
charge recite the circumstances of the 
joint publication of the two Captains, dwell 
on e subversion of discipline they en- 
couraged, and the injury done personally to 
the cers whose name figured in the al- 
leged censure. 

The charges as forwarded by Major 
Smith will necessitate a court-martial, if 
approved by the Governor. Such a court 
would consist of five officers. The penalty 
following conviction may be reprimand, a 
dishonorable discharge, or a fine not ex- 
ceeding $100, or all three combined. 

Major Smith, when seen last night, would 
not discuss the matter. 


Raines Law Clubs’ Sureties to Appeal. 


Four judgments were rendered yesterday 
in the Supreme Court against four Raines 
law clubs and against the surety com- 
panieg that gave bonds for the clubs’ ob- 


servance of the law.. Each judgment was 
for $1,600, being double the amount of the 
license paid by each club, together with 
costs. which will in each case exceed $200. 

The licenses of the clubs had previously 
been canceled. The Fidelity and. Deposit 
Company of Maryland and the American 
Surety Co, which were on the clubs’ bonds, 
will appeal the cases.

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THE ST. NICHOLAS DINNER 


Society Has its Sixty-third Anni- 
versary at Delmonico’s. 


OVATION TO DR. VAN DE WATER 


He Is Heartily Cheered—Gen. Shafter 
and President Raymond of Union 
Among the Speakers. 


For the sixty-third time, the St. Nicholas 
Society sat down last night to its anni- 
versary dinner. About 400 of the 650 mem- 
bers were present at Delmonico’s, where the 
feast was held, The decorations were 
American and British flags and yellow 
streamers. ‘There were colored lackeys 
dressed in the quaint yellow, black, and 
blue costumes of the early days. 

During the dinner a wooden rooster of 
quaint pattern, which once surmounted the 
Stadt House on the lower part of Manhat- 


tan Island was carried up the centre of the 
room, preceded by a trumpeter, amid the 
cheers of the diners and placed upon the 
centre. of the speakers’ table. . 

The reception given to the Rev. Dr. Van 
De Water was one of the features of the 
evening. It was a most enthusiastic dem- 
onstration of sympathy in view of his re- 
cent troubles with the regiment he served 
as Chaplain, and was interpreted by him 
and replied to as such. 

The President of the society, J. Frank 
Stanton, presided. At the speakers’ table 
were Gen. Shafter, the Rey. Dr. A. V. V. 
Raymond, President of Union College; the 
Rev. Dr. Slicer, J. R. Planten, Consul Gen- 
eral from the Netherlands; G. R. Massey, 
President of the St. George’s Society; John 
Reid, President of theeSt. Andrew’s Society; 
Justice O’Brien, Julien $8. Davies, F. J. de 
Peyster, and Judge Van Hoesen of the Hol- 
land Society. 

The Rev. Dr. Slicer responded to the toast, 
“St. Nicholas; Our Childhood’s Friend, Our 
Manhood’s Saint.””’ The Rev. Dr. Raymond 
followed with the toast of ‘‘ Our Country; 
Among the Nations Bright Beyond Com- 
pare.”’ 

“One year ago,” he said, ‘‘this was a 
neat little subject, but now, alas!—or hur- 
rah, (cheers)—but who knows what is meant 
by it now? I sent to Washington for a 
map the other day, and they said they 
hadn’t finished making it for this month, 
They said any old map would do; that I 


might cut it up as I liked, except the pos- | 


sessions of Great Britain. (Cheers and 
laughter.) 
it left some things unsettled. , 

But the pressure of obligations in this ter- 
ritorial expansion, he said further, had lied 
some to say that our present National dis- 
ease was deep-seated; others had said it 
was only skin deep, while still others had 
referred to it as a pronounced form_of 
kleptomania, and they prescribed the Ten 
Commandments. [Laughter.] Our officials 
at Washington had diagnosed the case as 
growing pains. [{Laughter.] Dr. Raymond 
then proceeded: 

“America has put forth her strength not 
for herself but for others, and her flag 
waves to-day over Cuba, Puerto Rico, and 
the Philippines as a sign to the world that 
injustice and cruelty have no sovereign 
that humanity will longer respect. 

‘We do not néed more territory; we do not 
want it, but if to take it under control, 
with all that it involves of danger to our- 
selves, of constant sacrifice of money and 
life, is-the price we must pay to carry 
through for humanity’s sake that which 
we began in humanity’s name, we will not 
shrink from the danger or the sacrifice. 

‘“No thoughtful man can regard 
future without a measure of anxiety, It 
true that Democracy is still on trial, and 
we may well pause before the test of new 
and unknown conditions; but it is also true 
that there are times in the life of a nation, 
as of a man, when to shrink may mean to 
shrivel; when unwillingness to accept great- 
er responsibilities may indicate a loss of 
self-confidence prophetic of failure in the 
narrower sphere. So that it is possible that 
the future well being of our Republic hangs 
upon the decision to be recorded in Paris.” 

Dr. Raymond added that failure to move 
forward might easily result in confusion 
and discord at home more threatening to 
the life of the Nation than ail the perils 
and perplexities of our new foreign policy. 
His conclusion was that even if we had 
no experience in colonization, right and 
duty should be the watchword of America 
in the new departure. 

Dr. Chauncey M. Depew arrived some- 
what late, with the excuse that he had 
just dined with Governor-elect Roosevelt. 
His toast was ‘“‘ Our City,’’ but he confined 
himself to the war and expansion. 

Gen. Shafter followed with a brief re- 
sponse tv“ The Army,”’ in which he spoke 
of its efficiency ahd of the large dependence 
of the Nafion on the volunteers in time of 
war. Col.“ Huntington of the Marine Corps 
was to have answered to ‘‘ The Navy,” but 
he was unable to be present. 

When Dr. Van De Water rose to speak 
the diners rose and cheered him with un- 
mistakable enthusiasm, waving napkins and 
handkerchiefs. Dr. Van De Water said: 
‘“‘T have always been glad to be present at 
the dinners of the St. Nicholas Society, but 
never before so glad to be here as to-night. 
I appreciate at its full value your unusual 
greeting. I wish you to understand that I 
know what it means. 

“TI thank you from the bottom of my 
heart. There is an old saying that the test 
of friendship is the day of adversity. There 
are times when one speaks of himself in 
ful) confidence that he will not be misunder- 
stood, conscious ‘of integrity and of official 
righteousness. Thus conscious, I say that 
you have taken no risk in standing by me.”’ 

Here the auditors interrupted the speaker 
by rising impetuously egain, waving their 
napkins as before and bursting into enthusi- 
astic cheers. 

In the latter part of his speech Dr. Van 
De Water favored the retention of the 
Philippines. 


SCHLEY HONORED IN BROOKLYN 


Admiral Schley has never faced a more 
enthusiastic audience than when he rose to 
address the Oxford Club of Brooklyn last 
night. They were holding a dinner in his 


honor, and their patriotic fervor was so 
great that every one of the Admiral’s man- 
ly and modest sentiments was rewarded 
with the wildest cheering. Capt. Cook of 
the cruiser Brooklyn, Flag Lieut. Sears, 
and Gen. Woodford got greetings hardly 
less fervent when they told stories of the 
war. 

Col. George A. Price, President of the club, 
Was toastmaster. His speeches were two 
minutes each in length. He introduced Ad- 
miral Schley as the first speaker. He told 
of the work of ‘“‘ the peerless Dewey” and 
“our magnificent army,” which displayed, 
under conditions that were chilling and ex- 
hausting, ‘‘a splendor of courage that was 
truly worthy of. America.’’ Then he spoke 
of the victory over Cervera’s fleet in the 
battle of Santiago Harbor, and said: 

‘So far as my part in the victory is con- 
cerned, it was only as a sharer with other 
brave men, [Cheers.] And if I were en- 
titled to ofe-millionth part of the acclaim 
which has come to me for that part, I feel 
that I could share that fraction with all my 
comrades and have enough left for a life- 
time of satisfaction. 

“On several occasions during that con- 
test, when officers came to me and asked 
me to take a less exposed position, my re- 
ply was that if the men went to their guns 
and fought them as American seamen they 
would give me the best protection that I 
could possibly have.” (Great cheering.) 

Then the Admiral bespoke their share of 
the credit for his subordinates. When he 
mentioned Capt. Cook and Lieut. Sears, he 
had to wait for a long time before the 
cheering subsided. 

In conclusion Admiral Schley said: “I 
think we al’ feel a little prouder as Amer- 
iecans. I think the old flag looks a bit 
brighter and more beautiful to us, and I 
think it looks a bit more portentous to 
others. Th war taught us three lessons: 

“The first was to know ourselves. The 
second was that other nations should know 
us. The third was that every trace of sec- 
tionalism was absolutely and entirely oblit- 
erated. It was a beautiful sight to see men 
who had formerly fought against the flag 
standing up umder its beautiful folds feeling 
that it was as good a flag to die for as any 
they had ever served under.”” [Applause.] 

Capt. Cook followed the Admiral, and told 
of his first meeting with him in the Naval 
Academy in 1868, and then said: “ fRhirty 
years later I stood upon the deck of the 
Brooklyn with that same officer after the 
victory of Santiago, and he said to me, ‘I 
am satisfied that this is a victory which is 
large enough for ali of us.’ ”’ 

Gen. Woodford, the next speaker, told the 
story of the Spanish Government’s trick 
when the ultimatum was sent, by which that 
paper got to the Ministry before it did to 
Woodford, and how he turned the tables by 
refusing to deliver the ultimatum. The oth- 
er speakers were Lieut. Gov. Woodruff, the 
Rev. J. G. Bacchus, and Lieut. Spears.

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An Ice Machine on the Bay State 
Bursts with Fatal Result. 


TWELVE OVERCOME BY FUMES 


Nearly All the Hospital Corps Were 


in Danger of Asphyxiation—Risked 
Their Lives for Comrade. 


—_—_—_— 


An explosion of the ice machine on board 


the hospital ship Bay State, lying at the 
foot of Pacific Street, Brooklyn, yesterday 
morning, killed one man, seriously injured 
another, and twelve others were more or 
less overcome by the fumes of ammonia 


which spread to all parts of the ship. 

The man killed was Robert Twist, an ex- 
pert, who was in charge of the machine. 
Charles Whitlock, an oiler, was nearly as- 
phyxiated, besides being much bruised. The 
other men affected are: J. E. Murray, hos- 
pital steward, and these members of’ the 
hospital corps: Clarence E. Jones, Marshal 
N. Cole, Mitchell Edwards, H. J. Parsons, 
R. C. Shut, I. B. Cantor, George M. Car- 
penter, Ernest R. Frick, and John Muench, 
and Frank Carson, a civilian. 

The acident occurred at 10:30 o’clock. The 
ice plant is built two-thirds the way aft, 
end was separated from the engine room 
proper by a partition of five-eighths inch 
iron extending directly across. On the port 
side is a door. The men were engaged in 


cleaning the coils of the machine by driv- 
ing steam through the pipes when the am- 
monia drums exploded, first with a_ sharp 
eracking sound and then with a louder re- 
port, which startled every one in the vicin- 
ity. Twist was standing by the door lead- 
ing into the ice-plant room. Near him_were 
Jchn J. Crowley, second engineer; Fred- 
erick Brooks, third engineer, and John Carr 
and Charles Whitlock, oilers. Ten or a 
dozen of newly arrived hospital corps men 
were between decks thirty men in all being 
scattered in various parts of the ship. 

In an instant the engine room, and, in 
fact, most of the ship, was filled with the 
dense white fumes of ammonia and escap- 
ing steam. Twist caught the full force of 
the explosion, was hurled against the ship’s 
side, and instantly killed. The other men 
in the engine room had been standing sev- 
eral feet behind him. Crowley escaped by 
reaching the deck through the fireroom, 
and the first sign of life the frightened men 
on the upper deck saw were the four men 
as they came up the ladders from below 
gasping for air and nearly dead from the 
pungent fumes that then filled every_nook 
and corner of the spaces between decks. 
Following them from various corners 
"tween decks came men of the hospital 
corps, choking’ and almost blinded. The 
men from the engine room had groped their 
way past the machinery through the blind- 
ing fumes, and it was only through their 
familiarity with its passage ways that they 
Were able to get out. Whitlock, who was 
the last up, reached the deck, bruised, 
bleeding, and blinded. 

As soon as the atmosphere had cleared 
a little, Capt. Stark, in command of the Bay 
State, called for volunteers, as in the excite- 
ment he thought many of his men had been 
killed below. George Wiley, a fireman, was 
the first one to volunteer. He had wanted 
to go down before, but cooler heads re- 
strained him. He was followed by Crow- 
ell Hatch, an engineer. The men tied 
sponges saturated with vinegar over their 
faces. Three times they went down, and 
the last time Wiley succeeded in catching 
up Twist’s body while Hatch led the way 
with a lantern carried it up two flights of 
steep ladderway. 

In the. meantime ambulances had been 
sent for from three city hospitals, but the 
injured men were taken to the hospital ship 
Relief, lying in a nearby slip. Frank Car- 
son, a butcher, had been found on the star- 
board side of the ship unconscious from 
the fumes. He was at first thought to be 
in a serious condition, but after working 
over him for a time the physicians said he 
would be out to-day. None of those taken 
to the Relief is seriously hurt, and some 
were discharged last night. 

The ship, with the exception of several 
broken steam pipes, was not thought, in 
the superficial examination that could be 

iven to it yesterday, to be very badly in- 
ured, but it will take time to make repairs. 

The Bay State had been ordered to Santi- 
@go and came to this port for supplies, ex- 
pecting to sail for Cuba on Friday.

Novelties of Unique Designs 
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JUSTICES TO WEAR GOWNS. 


They Believe the Solemnity of Trial 
Will Thereby 
Be Increased. 


The Justices of the First Department of 
the Supreme Court, which comprises New 
York County, have decided that on ani 
after Jan. 1 they will wear gowns while on 
the bench. This conclusion was reached 
only after a long consideration of the mat- 
ter, and while two of the Justices voted 
against the garb, it is not believed that thev 


will continue to oppose the plan by refusing 
to wear the gowns. 

The question as to whether the Justices 
should wear robes is by no means a new 
one. It arose when, in 1896, the Court oi 
Common Pleas and the Superior Court were 
consolidated into the Supreme Court. It 
was then decided that the members of the 
Appellate Division should wear gowns. The 
Justices of the Special and Trial Terms, 
however, continued to sit without the robes. 
From time to time the matter has been dis- 
cussed in an informal way among the Jus- 
tices, but no definite action was taken unti: 
recently, when the matter was revived by 
a suggestion that a vote be taken and the 
question permanently settled. When the 
vote was taken it was found that Justices 
Lawrence and MacLean alone were in the 
Opposition, 

Justice Lawrence said last night that he 
opposed the plan because he believed :t to 
be a departure from the traditional simplic- 
ity of the bench. Gowns were not found 
necessary in the earlier days of the court, 
and he could see no reason why they are 
necessary at this time. Justice MacLean 
declined to talk about the matter. 

One of the most enthusiastic advocates of 
gowns is Justice Bischoff, who said, in ref- 
erence to the decision: ‘‘I am glad we have 
decided to wear gowns. I think too much 
solemnity cannot be thrown around our 
courts, especially in our trial courts. The 
Judges of the Court of Appeals and the 
Justices of the Appellate Division wear 
gowns. If those court appeals are heard, 
and there are but few persons present ex- 
cept members of the bar, who are well 
dressed and who act with decorum. Gowns 
are not so much needed §n those courts as in 
the trial courts, where all classes of liti- 
gants, witnesses, and other persons appear. 
Priests wear gowns, soldiers wear uniforms, 
and other men wear tokens of their office, 
and it is eminently proper that Judges, 
whose office calls for respect, should do so. 
There has lately seemed to be a great lack 
of respect on the part of those whose duties 
bring them into court. This, I think, will 
be remedied to a great measure by the use 
of robes. 

“Some time ago a man rushed into my 
courtroom in a flushed condition, wearing 
knickerbockers and with his negligee shirt 
thrown open. I mention this only as an il- 
lustration. The dress suit worn by men is 
worn on certain occasions when it is deemed 
proper, according to the usages of society, 
and if the wearing of gowns tends to in- 
crease and preserve respect for the tribunal 
I shall think it a vast improvement and cal- 
culated to aid in the due administration of 
justice, 

‘“*I would go further. I would have the 
Police Magistrates wear gowns, as the posi- 
tion they occupy is one in which it is most 
necessary to inspire respect.”’ 

A question has been raised as to whether 
this rule will affect Justices from other de- 
partments who are assigned to this de- 
partment by the Governor. As no such rule 
applies at present in their several depart- 
ments, it is believed that the Justices in 
New York County have no power to compel 
country Justices to wear gowns. Justice 
Davy of Rochester, who is serving in the 
First Department, said yesterday that he 
thoroughly approved of the decision to wear 
gowns.

A FATHER SUED BY HIS SON. 


Frank W. Jr., Comes of 


and Demands an Accounting. 


Savin, Age 


The domestic troubles of the Savin family 
have taken a fresh turn, and developed a 
new lawsuit. Frank W. Savin, Sr., the 
broker, has been sued by his son, Frank 
W. Savin, Jr., for the recovery of nearly 
$6,000 of a legacy which he claims is due 
him, and which, he says, his father has 
been holding in trust for him, 

Mr. Savin, it will be remembered, recently 
made an unsuccessful attempt to prevent 
the sale at auction of a quantity of pictures 
by his wife, claiming that they belonged to 
him, and got out an injunction for this pur- 
pese, which was vacated, and the sale took 
place. Mrs. Savin is legally separated from 
her husband, and lives with her son and 


her daughter, Mrs. di Zeremba, at the Ho- 
tel Grenoble. Frank W. Savin, Jr., attained 
his majority on Sunday, and previous to 
that date had been freely discussing the 
measures he purposed to take when he came 
of age, and which took shape yesterday in 
the serving of a complaint on his father in 
the suit referred tu 

In 1888 Mrs. Savin’s mother, Mrs. Char- 
lotte Wheat, died, leaving $10,000 equally to 
Mrs. Savin, her son, and daughter. Frank 
W. Savin, Sr., was appointed executor. His 
son now wants his share with interest for 
ten years. Mrs. di Zeremba signed a release 
for the amount of her share in return for 
$1,200 some time ago, when she wanted 
some ready cash. It is not known what 
settlement Mrs, Savin has made with her 
husband. Savin, Sr., maintains that he has 
spent the amount of the legacy on the lega- 
tees, for food, clothing, tuition, or other 
desirable things, and owes them nothing. 
The son insists that the father should have 
provided these things anyway, and wants 
an accounting. 


NOTES OF INSURANCE INTERESTS 


The Fire Insurance Tariff Committee will 
meet again to-day and discuss the question 
of regulating the relation of the brokers to 
the companies. 

At the meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Suburban Fire Underwriters’ 
Association yesterday only routine business 
in the way of completing the reorganiza- 
tion of the association was transacted. 


The appointment of Andrew Freedman as 
receiver of the Lincoln Fire Insurance Com- 
pany of New York has been made perma- 
nent by Justice Russell of the Supreme 
Court upon the petition of a majority of 
the stockholders of the company for a 
voluntary dissolution of the corporation 
The bond of the receiver was fixed at 
$300,000. 


The Electrical Committee of the Under- 
writers’ National Electrical Association 
held the first session of its annual meeting 
at the rooms of the New York Board of 
Fire Underwriters yesterday. Few changes 
in what is known as the National electricai 
code are anticipated, and the work of the 
committee was confined yesterday to the 
improvement of electrical fittings, such as 
switches, cut-outs, flexible wire, and trans- 
formers. Among the outside organizations 
represented were the Factory Mutual Fire 
Insurance Association, the National Elec- 
tric Light Association, the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters, the National Associa- 
tion of Fire Engineers, the American Insti- 
tute of Architects, and the American Street 
Railway Association. The committee will 
meet again to-day. 


A meeting of marine underwriters will be 
held to-day to discuss the relation between 
the results of the recent storm and future 
rates, and also some other questions, aris- 
ing from the large losses off the coast. 
The companies are less reticent in regard 
to their losses upon the great lakes, upon 
which all navigation will close next Mon- 
day. ‘The lake losses have been largely in- 
curred upon cargoes, especially lumber car- 
goes. One to the severe competition the 
rates upon hulls have been so low that six 
or seven of the English marine companies 
have confined their underwriting almost 
exclusively to cargoes. A large proportion 
of the hulls have been written by the Mc- 
Curdy syndicate, which consists of the In- 
demnity Mutual, North America, National 
Standard. St. Paul, British and Foreign, 
World Marine, Detroit, Greenwich, and 


English Lloyds. 


Lasar Pays $38,000 Duty on Diamonds, 


M. J. Lasar yesterday settled the :for- 
feiture claim on the diamonds he was 
charged with smuggling into this country 
in November, 1897, by paying the $38,000 
due on them. The jury in the suit for for- 
feiture had declared that the portion of 
the duty on the diamonds not paid by 
Lasar might be paid and that he might 
then claim the diamonds. 


MOORE JURORSYERY ANGRY 


Incensed at Mcintyre’s Statement 
that They Were “ Fixed.” 


HILL TALKS FOR MRS. MOORE 


He Advised Her to Testify Against 
Her Husband, but She Replied 
She Would Not Perjure Herself. 


The members of the jury that disagreed 
on the trial of W. A. E. Moore resent the 
statement made by Assistant District Attor- 
ney John F. McIntyre that certain mem- 
bers had been “fixed” by the defense. 
Mr. McIntyre said on Monday night, while 
the jury was deliberating, that if Moore 
was not convicted he would conclude that 
some crooked work had been done. 

Yesterday morning he was even more ex- 
plicit in his charges. He said that the 
door of the juryroom had been:left open; 
that two of the jurymen “had been tam- 
pered with,” and that he intended to bring 
the whole affair to public notice. Later in 
the day he said: ‘I am unable to press 
the matter and am sorry that I ¢annot. 
The evidence I have is only of a moral 
kind. It would not be legal proof, and con- 
sequently there would be no prosecution. 
I will not say that the jurors whom I sus- 
pect were approached with money tenders, 
but I will assert that nothing would have 
induced them to vote otherwise than they 
did. The only thing I will now say is that 
I regret that the jury was not locked up 
from the time of its formation.” 

The five members of the jury who voted 
to acquit Moore are Asa L. Simpson, Zach- 
ary T. Aldrich, Murray Apple, Charles W. 
Rabb, and Henry Cohen. The men who 
voted for acquittal are all of American birth, 
and those who stood out for conviction are 
naturalized citizens. It was the opinion of 
these five men that the testimony of Martin 
Mahon was not truthful. They would not 
believe that Mahon had signed the two 
notes, and therefore the claim of extortion 
fell through. The robbery question was 
shattered by the failure of Mahon to prove 
that Moore took the money. The assault 
on Detective Cuff was cast aside, because 
that officer had placed himself in a position 
to be assaulted. 

Mr. Aldrich said: ‘‘ Mahon was not, to my 
mind, a credible witness. Where his testi- 
mony could not be credited in one place, I 
did not care to take the chance of its being 
credited in another.”’ 

Abraham Levy, who defended the Moores, 
said: “‘ While I regard Mr. McIntyre as an 


able lawyer and a personal friend, I must 
say that I never heard such unfounded 
charges as those which he brought against 
the jury. He is playing the part of the in- 
jured man, and is sore at defeat. He is 
simply squealing to attract public notice. I 
would dearly like to see him bring his jury- 
fixing charges before the Grand Jury.” 

Benjamin H. Hill, the special counsel] for 
Mrs. Fayne Moore, left for his home in At- 
lanta, Ga., last night. He was seen at the 
Imperial Hotel by a NEw York TIMES re- 
porter before his departure and made the 
following statement in regard to Mrs. 
Moore’s position in the case: 

“I notice in several of the morning 
papers the statement that the District At- 
torney had refused to accept Mrs. Fayne 
Moore as a witness for the State in the 
pending case against her husband and her- 
self for the alleged robbery of Martin Ma- 
hon. I represent Mrs. Moore, having been 
retained by her mother, who lives in my 
city, Atlanta, Ga. In simple justice to her 
and her husband, I desire to state that this 
publication is wholly without foundation. 
On the contrary, Mrs. Moore has declined 
to testify against her husband, although 
advised by her lawyer that to do so would, 
in his opinion, insure her release, and would 
save her from the ordeal of a trial, both 
on the charge of robbery and on the new 
charge made against her of alleged larceny 
from the Hote! Waldorf-Astoria. 

“I advised her if it was the truth and 
she could conscientiously become a witness 
for the State, that she ought to do so. 
She has declined, on the ground that she 
could not truthfully give any testimony 
which would tend to incriminate her hus- 
band, and she preferred to take her chances 
of the penitentiary rather than to commit 
perjury in any case, but especially where 
such perjury might result in the conviction 
of an innocent man, and that man her hus- 
band.”’ ‘ 

When the case is called on Monday next 
it is presumed that Mr. and Mrs. Moore will 
be tried together. It was stated yesterday 
by the attorneys of both sides that this 
would probably be agreed on before the 
week was over. Mrs. Moore will admit her 
associations with Mahon, and will testify 
that she was made to write and sign the 
confession at the point of the pistol in the 
same manner that Mahon was forced to 
sign. Mr. Levy will cross-examine wit- 
nesses and Mr. Hill will address the jury. 

Moore, after hearing the latest story that 
they had swindled the Comte de Novach in 
Paris last year, which was made public on 
Monday by ex-District Attorney Daniel 
O'Reilly, wrote the following statement 
through his counsel: 

“The statements appearing in the New 
York papers regarding Mrs. Moore and my- 
self as badgering or blackmailing a Rus- 
sian Count, I brand as a malicious and 
diabolical lie. We never saw or heard of 
such a man. In regard to the Chicago and 
Brooklyn stories, they belong in the same 
category. All are absolutely false and 
without the least foundation, and only pub- 
lished with the view of prejudicing our 
case in the minds of the public. A few 
words about my trial: By advice of my 
counsel I saw fit to offer no defense at this 
time, and the prosecution, so bitterly and 
vindictively conducted, was unable, in spite 
of perjured testimony, to secure a convic- 
tion. I leave the public to judge whether I 
am being persecuted or not.” 

Abraham Levy said: “I put the so-called 
Count to a severe test, and I discovered 
that he was a barber from the Bowery. I 
must say that some of the steps taken by 
the District Attorney’s office to produce evi- 
dence against the Moores have been whoily 
unprofessional.” At the District Attorney’s 
office it was stated that the man who called 
himself Comte Ge Agreneff presented him- 
self without solicitation, and that his story 
was accepted as being creditable. 

Martin Mahon said that he had nothing 
to say regarding the verdict. When asked 
if there was any truth in the report that ho 
would not take the stand again, he replied 
that that was his own business. 

Mr. and Mrs. Moore were arraigned be- 
fore Judge Newburger in Part I. of General 
Sessions yesterday morning on the charge 
of grand larceny. This new charge 1s the 
taking of silverware from the Waldorf-As- 
toria Hotel. The indictments against _ the 
Moores were returned by the Grand Jury 
on Monday. Through their attorney, Abra- 
ham Levy, the Moores pleaded not guilty. 


FRANK B. WALKER’S WIFE SUES. 


Says Husband Threatened Her Life 
and Spent $5,000 on Stage Women. 


Mrs. Jennie B. Walker has applied to 
Justice Cohen, in the Supreme Court, for 
alimony and counsel tees pending the de- 
termination of an action for divorce frorp 
her husband, Frank B. Walker. Mr. Walk- 
er is a mé@mber of the real estate firm of 
Petty, Soulard & Walker. He is a well- 
known clubman. Both he and his wife are 
members of families of social prominence, 
They were married on Nov. 17, 1893, in Jer- 
sey City, Mr. Walker’s first wife having 


procured a divorce from him in this State. 
The couple have no children. 

Mrs. Walker. in her complaint alleges 
that her husband for more than a year has 
been drinking heavily, and when intoxi- 
cated has frequently threatened to kill 
her. She further alleges that on Oct. 12 
last, when they were boarding at 40 East 
Twenty-sixth Street, he went to live at 
the Gilsey House, and has since lived 
apart from her and _ ceased to _ pro- 
vide for her. She was forced to leave the 
boarding house for want of funds, and has 
since been living with friends and relatives. 
She alleges that her husband has frequently 
admitted to her that he and his partners 
owned $100,000 worth of real estate in this 
city. 

She further alieges that on several occa- 
sions she has seen her husband in com- 
pany with women members of a theatrical 
company called the ‘‘ Monte Carlo Girls’ 
Variety Troupe,”’ that '‘n company with this 
troupe he has traveled extensively through 
this State, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania; 
that she has conversed with some of the 
members of the troupe who have recognized 
her husband as their “ angel’’; that since 
last June he has spent $5,000 in dash upon 
these girls. In the complaint two women 
named Adams and Swineburne are named. 

Walker has entered a general denial of the 
allegations.

THE BIG FIRE IN BROADWAY 


Home Life Architect Says Building 
Is Structurally Unhurt. 


MUST REBUILD MARBLE FRONT 


Chief Croker Takes No Stock in the 
Theory of Incendiarism—Re- 
opening Broadway. 


The theory advanced by John R. Waters, 
insurance broker and adjuster for Rogers, 
Peet & Co., that the fire at Broadway and 
Warren Street Sunday night was the work 
of incendiaries has caused much discussion 
among insurance men and Fire Department 
officials. Mr, Waters Said again yesterday 
that he had nothing on which to base his 
theory except that some days before tho 
fire he had made an examination of his 
clients’ building, and that he had been im- 
pressed with the care which was exercised 
and the precautions that were taken against 
fire. Mr. Waters, in reply to a question, 
said that there had been no watchman or 
janitor in the building from the time it 
closed on Saturday night until the fire was 
discovered. 

Chief Croker, who has been almost con- 
stantly on the scene, thought Mr. Waters’s 
theory of no value. ‘‘ All I know of it,’’ said 
he, ‘is that when I arrived on the scene 
four minutes after the alarm was turned in, 
the whole ground floor was a mass of 


flames. There is not a particle of evidence 
left to show what caused the fire.” 

There was a move yesterday to reopen 
Broadway to travel. Workmen were engaged 
in erecting a massive shed in front of the 
Home Life Building, so that persons can 
pass in front of it in safety. As soon as this 
is constructed the Home Life will begin to 
make the necessary repairs to the building. 
It has been decided that the handsome 
marble front will have to be entirely re- 
built above the eighth floor. As the stones 
are removed they will be sent down stairs 
in elevators. No more stones. will be 
thrown into the street. 

For a time yesterday traffic was resumed 
on Broadway. But when at noon a part 
of the cornice of the Rogers, Peet & Co. 
building slid out of place, the lines were 
at once drawn again, and horse cars on 
Lower Broadway became again the order 
of the day. Later tis cornice was re- 
moved, and the cable cars were allowed 
to resume their through trips. 

The walls of the Rogers, Peet & Co. 
building were torn down last night by John 
A. Dooner, Superintendent of Buildings, as- 
sisted by a force of twenty-eight men. The 
Broadway cars were not run below Frank- 
lin Street after 11 o’clock in order to give 
Mr. Dooner an opportunity to perform the 
work, to stretch cables from the walls 
across Broadway. The street was closed 
from Park Place to Chambers Street. The 
water tank, which was still resting on the 
corner of the Broadway walls, was first 
removed. It was sent crashing into the 
débris. The Broadway wall was then loos- 
ened, and fell into the mass of bricks and 
mortar. At 1 o’clock this morning the wall 
adjoining the Home Life Building was 
forced from its foundation. 

It has not yet been decided by the Build- 
ing Department whether it will be necessary 
entirely to rebuild the top floors of the 
Home Life Building. Architect Le Brun 
and President Ide of the company went 
through the building again yesterday, and 
authorized the statement that there had 
been absolutely no damage done to the 
structural parts of the building, and that 
all that would be necessary would be to 
rebuild the interior. Secretary Gladwin of 
the company said that everything was be- 
ing done to arrange matters so that the 
tenants in the saved portions of the build- 
ing could return to their rooms. In the 
oftices of the Home Life all the clerks were 
at work yesterday. There is not a sign 
of damage in the company’s offices, the 
walls and ceilings being as dry as a bone, 
in spite of the fact that a hose was still 
pouring water into the top floors where 
there were some slight smoldering evi- 
dences of the fire. 

A look over the burned portions of the 
Home Life Building showed that in no in- 
stance did the fire eat its way through the 
floors. In every instance it caught on the 
window frames and was blown into the 
rooms by tne strong wind. The walls 
facing out on the light shaft, through which 
the flames ascended, are cracked and split 
by the intense heat. Some radical changes, 
the Building Department says, will have to 
be made the.e. 

President Moore of the Continental In- 
surance Company, who is known among his 
associates as a construction expert of the 
insurance business, said yesterday: ‘‘I have 
been throug. the Home Life Building from 
top to bottom, and can safely say the 
amount of aamage has been greatly over- 
estimated. The floor arches are intact and 
uninjured except in two places—one where 
a heavy safe ‘ell through and was caught 
and sustaiuned by the arch of the floor be- 
low. <Anotrer place, perhaps five feet by 
fifteen, may have been broken out by the 
firemen intertionally. The fire clearly in- 
dicates, I th-mk, that no building should 
be constructed over 125 feet high. 

“ What has been very clearly demonstrat- 
ed ought to have needed no demonstration— 
that the office furniture and fixtures and all 
woodwork. books, and papers in a fire-proof 
building will be as effectually and thorough- 
lv consumed in case of fire as would the 
combustible contents of a stove.” 

The Board of Governors of the Hardware 
Club announced yesterday that the club 
rooms in the Postal Telegraph Building 
will be open to-day and service resumed as 
usual. Although the women’s reception 
room was destroyed, the privileges of the 
club will be accorded to women visitors as 
heretofore. 

INCREASE IN FIRE RATES LIKELY. 

The down-town Broadway fire Sunday 
night has done much to stimulate the desire 
of fire underwriters to obtain the resto- 
ration of insurance rates. Before the tariff 
break last April: the Home Life Building 


was rated at 13 cents on each $100 of in- 
surance for one year. After the disruption 
of the tariff association the risk was placed 
at 10 cents for five years. 

In addition to the difference in the pre- 
mium rate, the amount of insurance carried 
has decreased. The tariff association re- 
quired a co-insurance clause on policies, 
compelling the assured to carry a full 
amount of insurance, so that in case 
of fire he might not be able to share his 
loss with the companies to the extent of 
the value of the uninsured portion of the 
risk. Since the demoralization of the rate 
market this clause has not been placed 
upon policies, and the assured in many 
cases has insured his property, especially if 
it consisted of buildings, only to the extent 
of probable loss in the event of fire. The 
result is that the companies fear a total 
insurance loss upon several risks involved 
in the Broadway fire, when the property 
loss is anything but total. 

President George P. Sheldon of the 
Phenix Insurance Company of Brooklyn 
said yesterday: 

“The Broadway fire will undoubtedly 
bring about some increase in rates upon 
certain classes of risks, regardless of 
whether a tariff association is formed at 
once or not. The companies will demand a 
higher rate, and if they do not obtain it 
will go off the lines.” 

It was the general opinion of the under- 
writers yesterday that the estimate of the 
insurance loss in Broadway and in Warren 
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proximate $750,000. 

The New York Board of Fire Underwrit- 
ers, through John H. Washburn, Chairman 
of its Committee on Water Supply, sent a 
letter yesterday to Mayor Van a call- 
ing to his attention the inability of the Fire 
pie ptm oa to fight fire above the seventh 
and eighth stories of buildings, reminding 
him of the declaration in his annual mes- 
Sage as to the necessity of an additional 
water supply, and suggesting the oppor- 
Semone of the present for securing such a 
supply. 


MRS. WILMERDING’S RELEASE. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Dec. 6.—The pro- 
ceedings to get Mrs. Marie F. Wilmerding 
out of Bloomingdale Asylum were again be- 


fore Justice Keogh to-day. Lawyer Lewis 
P. Levy handed to the Judge the order for 
the Court to sign releasing Mrs. Wilmerding 
from the asylum on the recommendation of 
the commission which has been investigat- 
ing as to her sanity, and which reported 
that she was so far recovered that her long- 
er detention in the asylum was not neces- 
sary. 

Lawyer John B. Gleason, representing the 
committee of the person and property of 
Mrs. Wilmerding, objected, and asked to 
have the report of the commission in full 
confirmed, which meant her release on pa- 
role for thirty days to see if she behaves 
herself in a rational manner. Finally Judge 
Keogh made an order that “ the said Marie 
F. Wilmerding be discharged from Bloom- 
ingdale Asylum in accordance with the re- 
port of*the commission.” This means that 
she be dismissed on parole for thirty days 
to see whether she possesses that self- 
control which she thinks she has. 

Lawyer Levy had a copy of the order 
made and served it on Superintendent S. B. 
Lyon, expecting to have Mrs. Wilmerding 
surrendered to him, but Dr. Lyon said that 
as the order was in the nature of a parole, 
he could only give her back to the commit- 
tee of her person, Franklin Allen and John 
Wallace, who placed her there. He tele- 
graphed them that he would give her back 
to their custody. He could not say when 
they would come to take her away.

THE STORY OF  CONSUMPH 
BY ROBERT HUNTER,-M. D.

Early in my professional life, while en 
in general practice as physician antevsinetll 
was suddenly attacked by hemorrhage from. th 
lungs, followed by the usual symptoms of de- 
cline, which brought me in the course of fiyé 
months face to face with consumption, the most 
dreaded of all human diseases. cere: : 

Realizing my danger, I_appealed baturaily, t 
my college for help. Dr. John H. Swett, Pro- 
fessor of Theory and Practice in the University 
and author of an: able treatise on lung diseases, 
had been my preceptor in my student days, and 
now became my chief hope. He carefully exam- 
ined my chest and told me I had tuberculosis, 
said I knew all he knéw about the disease, and 
that he considered it incurable. He, however, ad- 
vised me to consult the late Baron Louis of 
Paris, at that time the most famous authority on 
lung diseases of Europe, who, he said, might 
possibly know of something new. I went to Parts 
to obtain his advice, and all I got, beyond a 
few expressions of sympathy with a professional 
brother in affliction, was the assurance that there 
was no remedy for my disease. I then went to 
London and consulted the three most eminent 
English physicians of that day—Dr. Williams, 
Dr. Carswell, and Dr, Walshe—but it was all.in 
vain; they could give me no encouragement, ‘The 
highest medical skill of the profession under the 


theory of the disease then held, and the treat- 
ment then practiced, could not hold out a ray 
of hope to any one having consumption. The 
theory of the disease at that time was’ that 
consumption comes from some unknown taint of 
the blood,~derived by inheritance, Mable to break 
out at any age, and, being once set up, eannot 
be remedied by any medicine or medical skill 
known, % iy Cae 

I had myself been taught this same. theory and 
had hitherto accepted it as true, but now finding 
it led only to the grave, in a desperate effort to 
save my own life I resolved to investigate it 
thoroughly by examining everything written on 
the disease and every theory of its causation that 
had ever been advanced. 

To settle my doubts I went to the great library 
of the British Museum and began a careful 
study of the history of the disease.

She was as 
white as marble, a cold, dammy sweat stood out 
on her forehead, and what appeared the imprint 
of death in‘every lineament of her features. It 
did not seem possible she could last more than 
a few days, but at their earnest entreaty I con- 
sented to make an effort to save her. I went ‘to 
a tinsmith and had a rude instrument. made 
which would ie on her pillow and enable her 
to inhale without the effort of sitting up.

OPERATIONS OF THE TREASURY. 


Referring to the operations of the Treas- 
ury, the Secretary says: 


The aggregate receipts for the fiscal year, un- 
der warrart, as shown by the report of the 
Treasurer of the United States, were $738,549,- 
255.20, and the disbursements, $827,588,124.80. 
There was consequertly a decrease of §$89,038,- 
£69.60 in the General Treasury baiance, which 
stood at $864,790,237.71 at the opening of the 
year, and at $775,751,.368.11 at the close. Besides 
the ordinary reverues, there were receipts on 
account of the public debt which swelled the 
total income available in the fiscal operations of 
the Government to $481,612,255.20, while corre- 
sponding additions te the ordinary expenditures 
brought the total on this side of the account 
up to $543,561,104.80, and created a deficiency of

sent out Sept. 20. Like anticipation was 
also made in the case of the interest falling 
due Noy. 1. The total amount of the pay- 
ments thus advanced was $9,815,116.85. With 
like purpose, the Pacific Railroad bonds, 
which will fall due on Jan. 1, 1899, amount- 
ing to $14,004,560, were made payable, prin- 
cipal and interest, in full, with a rebate of 
one-half of 1 per cent. It was also directed 
that a large share of the proceeds of the 
popular loan be deposited in National banks, 
so that these funds, while at all times 
available for use. might, until needed, re- 
main in the channels of trade. The deposits 
in National banks were thus increased by 
$66,775,610.88 between May 31 and Oct. 31. 

The effect of these measures has proved 
in all respects satisfactory. 


GOLD AND SILVER QUOTATIONS.

The net imports of gold during the fiscal 
year were $104,868,476, as against $44,609,- 
841 for the fiscal year 1497. The net silver 
exporis were $24,822,146, as against $32,- 
636,835 for the previous fiscal year.

SILVER COINAGE. 


The amount of silver obtained last year 
from gold deposits through the only provis- 
ion of law now existing by which any in- 
crease in the stock of fractional currency 
ean be’ made, was 184,595.39 fine ounces, 
which would be sufficient to coin 


about $255,000 of our fractional coin. This 
is wholly inadequate, the Secretary says, 
meet the demand. For the Jast ten 
years the country has been absorbing the 
Treasury's surplus stock at the rate of 
from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000 per year, and 
this year the demand has been exceptionally 
strong. The amount of fractional silver 
coin held by the Treasury July 1, 1897, was 
$16,201,960; on July 1, 1898, $12,070,690. This 
stock had, Nov. 18, been reduced to $7,12v,- 
506, much of which is so worn as to be 
unfit for circulation, 

Further provision, Mr. Gage suggests, 
should be made to add to the stock of frac- 
tional coin, and to that end it is recom- 
mended that the Secretary of the Treasury 
be authorized to use any silver bullion now 


; in the Treasury for coinage of such denom- 
; inations as may be required from time to 


time to meet the demands from the differ- 
ent sections of the country. With an 
ever-increasing population, which will be 
added to in the near future by the acqui- 
sition of additional territory, the demand 
for fractional silver coin, the Secretary 
thinks, will be such as to make it es- 
sentially necessary that the stock should 
be increased. 
CURRENCY. 

The changes in the amounts of the sev- 
eral kinds of money in the United States, 
outside the Treasury, between Nov. 1, 1897, 
and Nov. 1.

In importations the year has shown an 
equally remarkable record, the value of for- 
eign imports being less than in any pre- 
vious year, with a single exception, 
though the population has increased 3) per 
cent. since that time. The total imports 
were but $616,049,654 in value, against $764,- 
730,412 in the preceding year, and $779,724,- 
674 a year earlier. The falling off was al- 
most entirely in manufactures and articles 
of food. . 

The year’s recard of the imports and ex- 
ports of the precious metals was also an 


unusual one. The importations of gold were | 


greater-than in eny preceding year in the 
history of the country, and the exports 


smaller than in any year in the present de- | 


cade, making the net importations the larg- 
est ever known. The total imports of gold 


were $120,391,674 and the exports $15,406,- | 


391, the net imports being $104,985.283, the 
largest in any preceding year being $97,- 
466,127 in 1881, while on only twelve pre- 
vious occasions since 1850 have the year’s 
imports of gold equaled the exports. The 
importation of silver, most of which comes 
into the country in lead ore and base bull- 
ion, amounted to $30,927,781 in 
against $30.533,227 in 1897, and $28,777,186 
in 1896, while the exportation of the year 
amounted to $55,105,239 in value, against 
$61,946,688 in the preceding year. 

Our total exports to Europe increased 
$160,420,601, while our purchases from that 
section of the globe decreased $124,258.514; 
and to all the great divisions, except Oce- 
there was an increased sale, and 
from all, except Asia and Oceanica, de- 
creased imports. Our exports to Asia show 


a gratifying gain, those of 1898 having been | 


$44,707,791, having quadrupled since 1880, 
and nearly doubled within two years. 


OPERATIONS OF THE TARIFF.

The Secretary invites the attention of 
Congress to the recommendations of the 
Commissioner General of Immigration that 
the head tax be increased from $1 to $2; 
that the present system of examination at 
Canadian ports of immigrants destined to 
the United States be abandoned, and that 
certain pointS on the Canadian border shall 
be designated as ports of entry, at which 
corps of Inspectors shall be stationed, and 
where alone immigrants through Canada 
may be admitted into this country. 


CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

The total number of Chinese persons ad- 
mitted to the United States in the last 
fiscal year was 7,195. Of this number 5,273 
were of the exempt class, principally mer- 
chants, students, &c.; 425 were so-called 
artists, actors, artisans, and laborers, ad- 
mitted for the Trans-Mississippi and Inter- 
national Bxposition at Omaha, and 1,497 
were returning registered laborers. There 


were also 865 who passed through the Unit- 
ed States under bond in transit to other 
countries. Two hundred and eighty Chi- 
nese were refused admission. 

The number of Chinese persons arrested 
for deportation because unlawfully in the 
United States was 756.

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FOREIGN COMMERCE. 

The foreign commerce of the fiscal year 
1888 in many respects has been phenom- 
enal, The grand total of exports was the 
largest ever recorded. Of our domestic ex- 


ports the value of agricultural products was 
$858,683,570, surpassing by $54,355,338 the 
highest record ever before made, that of 
1892. The exports of manufactures also 
made a record with $290,697,354. The total 


exports of the year were twice as great as 
the total imports. Nearly all branches of 
manufacturing industries shared in this in- 
crease, Particularly manufactures of iron 
and steel, leather, boots, shoes, and mineral 
ores, the principal exception being cotton 
goods, the demand for which was somewhat 
reduced. Nearly all classes of the great 
agricultural products made their highest 
record of experts in the past year. Export- 
ation of wheat and flour exceeded any pre- 
vious year except 182; the exports of cot- 
ton, corn, and oats surpassed in each case 
that of any previous year, as did those of 
meat and dairy products. The prices real- 
ized on nearly all important articles of ex- 
port were higher than in the preceding year,

retary in the following propositions: 


First—A remodeling and extension of the act 
of March 3, 1891, relating to the carrying of 
ocean mails in American steamships, so that it 
shall meet requirements which have arisen since 
the law went into operation. 

Second—The establishment of a system of 
graded bounties upon the mileage navigated by 
registered American vessels while engaged in 
the foreign carrying trade as compensation for 
the training of seamen availgite for the National 
defense, the system to have regard also to the 
construction of vessels which may be promptly 
and economically converted into cruisers, troop- 
ships, colliers, and supply ships for the use of 
the Government. Special provision should also 
be made for vessels and men engaged in the deep- 
sea fisheries. 

Third—Extended application of the principle 
of the act of May 10, 14892, by virtue of which the 
St. Louis and St. Paul were constructed in this 
country upon the registry of the foreign-built 
ships New York and Paris, this extension to con- 
tinue for a short term of years, and to be so 
guarded as to preserve the coasting trade to 
American-built vessels, 

Fourth—A moderate increase in the rates of our 
tonnage taxes, equalizing them with the corre- 
sponding charges at present imposed at London, 
Liverpool, and Hamburg. 

Fifth—The restriction of the trade between the 
United States, Puerto Rico, and Hawaii, and 
the coasting trade of those islands to vessels of 
American registry. 


CURRENCY AND BANKING REFORM. 


The Secretary says he feels it his duty to 
impress upon Congress, as best he may, the 
important subject of currency and banking 
reform, After remarking that, in his judg- 
ment, the arguments against the substitu- 
tion of bank issues for Government notes 


are due to a failure to comprehend the true 
philosophy of a paper currency, he pro- 
ceeds: 

The power of the bank note * * * ° will al- 
ways be restored in full upon the call of indus- 
try. The power of our present currency, on the 
contrary is not suspended. It is inevitably mis- 
directed. It artificially stimulates speculative 
activity In securities at the centres. it periodi- 
cally absorbs the credit powers at times when 
they should be made serviceable to the whole 
country. It ministers to the speculator, it preju- 
dices the producer, the merchant, and the manu- 
facturer, though, at last, all suffer from its de- 
ranging influences. 

These are the reasons, the more important rea- 
why our banking system should be re- 
formed and made effective to commercial and in- 
dustrial needs; and these same reasons, with 
others not here set forth, call for the elimina- 
tion, in a safe and proper way, of the injurious 
interference in our currency system by the- le- 
gai-tender paper money of the Government. 

if it be conceded that the legal-tender money 
issued by the Government does not possess the 
qualifications to make it a proper factor in the 
country’s exchanges of products and manu- 
factures; if the fact also be admitted that it is a 
deranging and disturbing factor in its relation 
to industry and commerce, then the time has 
come to substitute for it a currency which will 
adequately, economically, and safely meet the 
ever-growing needs of the country, rapidly de- 
veloping, as it ts, in the power of production, in 
the number of its people, and the importance of 
its domestic and foreign trade. 

The total circulation of failed banks outstand- 
ing at the time of failure, up to Oct. 31, 1897, 
was $20,898,827. The loss upon these notes, if 
the security for them had been impaired in the 
same aegree as the security for other liabilities, 
would have been $5,379 165, or an annual average 
of about $163,000. This loss would have been 
made good by a tax of about one-twelfth of 1 
per cent. per year upon the circulation of the 
solvent banks. A tax of one-fifth of 1 per cent. 
upon the average circulation the National 
banks since the foundation of the system would 
have paid such losses up to Oct. 3i, 1897, amount- 
ing to $5,379,165, and left a surplus of about 
$0,000,000 in the guaranty fund. 

Whether preference be given to the note hold- 
er, as in’ Canada, or ne be made to take his 
share of the risk with the depositor, as in Ger- 
many, France, and Scotland, or whether the note 
holder shall: be protected by the special pledge 
security as now provided in our National 
Banking act, these considerations affect the ques- 
tion relatively, not absolutely. Under either .of 
these conditions provisions may be made which 
will furnish to the country a paper money ade- 
quate to commercial needs, economical to the 
people, and safe in its general workings. 

In the nature of things the banker is the proper 
agency for operating this important function, 
He must have motive for. his action or he will 
rot exercise it. Given this motive he will, like 
laborer, the merchant, or the professional 
man, be diligent in the employment of his pow- 
That this motive must be the motive of 
gain does not differentiate the banker from other 
working forces of society, whose actions are 
heaithful and helpful to the social whole. 

In my tast report I ventured upon specific rec- 
ommendations. These recommendations, if adopted 
and formulated into law, would, in my opin- 
ion, be cusative of the evils herein pointed out. 
In House Biils Nog. 10,289 and 10,833 are em- 
bodied a series of measures in some respecis 
more meritorious. The measures therein proposed 
are the result of careful study by expert and 
With some modifications—the 
reasonable fruit of full discussion—they would, 
believe, meet the country’s needs. I commend 
the subject to the early and earnest attention of 
Congress. 

The report concludes with a reference to 
the War Revenue act. Secretary Alger says 
that the estimate of the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue that $100,000,000 would be 
realized from this source seems fairly justi- 
fled. He suggests that some verbal amend- 
ments be made to make more clear the in- 
tentions of Congress. 
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ENGLISH VIEWS OF THE REPORT. 


Alarm at the Proposed Restriction of 


Our Colonial Trade. 

LONDON, Dec. 7.—~The Daily Mail, com- 
menting editorially this morning on the re- 
port of Lyman J. Gage, United States Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, says: 

“England cannot complain of the Ameri- 
can proposals for building up a merchant 
marine, America’s action will be a prece- 
dent for Great Britain to follow closely, if 
our merchant service, which is our emplire’s 
bulwark, is seriously threatened by Amert- 
can competition. The American export fig- 
ures are so prodigious as to confound free 
traders, and the time has arrived for Eng- 
land to consider her whole economic posi- 
tion. The imposition of a tariff upon non- 
American imports in the West Indies must 
be taken as a final proof that American 


support of the ‘open door’ in the Far East 
cannot be counted upon.”’ 

The Standard says: 

‘** Are we to understand that a British ves- 
sel would not be permitted to land her cargo 
at Hawaii? If so, we imagine Mr. Gage 
find it necessary to modify his pro- 
posals before submitting them to Congress. 
He appears to have adopted the seventeenth 
century system of dealing with colonies, 
which England long since abandoned.”’ 


SHANGHAI TO HAVE A TRAMWAY 


Consul Fowler Urges Attention from 
American Contractors, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The first street 
railway in China is just about to be built 
at Shanghai, and United States Consul 
Fowler at Chee Foo, in reporting the fact 
to the State Department, expresses a hope 
that United States manufacturers and con- 
tractors will give this their best attention. 
Shanghai is a great emporium for all Asia, 
where the officials go to get their ideas of 
foreign enterprises, so that if Americans 
can build this road it will be a valuable ad- 
vertisement. 

In 1896 an American syndicate was de- 
feated in an attempt to secure a concession 
to build a tramway in Shanghai, because 
the scheme was American. But, Mr, Fowler 
says, things have changed since then, and 
he does not anticipate any opposition on 
that ground. The railroad is to be twenty- 
three miles long, operated by the trolley 
system. 


Colombia and the Panama Canal, 


COLON, COLOMBIA, Dec. 6.—The local 
newspapers here, referring to the alleged 
antagonistic attitude of the United States 


toward the Panama Canal, say they console 
themselves with the idea that the “ far- 
sightedness so characteristic of Americans 
will eventually entomb the Nicaraguan 
scheme.” 


William H,. Cleonen Drops Dead. 


William H. Cloonen of 137 Atlantic Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, dropped dead from heart 
disease yesterday afternoon, while about 
to board a ear at Boerum Place.

NEW TERRITORY IS PROPOSED 


Natives of the Islands Placed Upon a 
Higaer Plane than Puerto 
Ricans of Filipinos. 








WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The President 


to-day transmitted to Congress the report 
of the Hawaiian Commission, consisting of 
Senators Cullom and Morgan, Representa- 
tive Hitt, President Dole, and Justice Frear 
of Hawaii, together with the text of bills 
drawn by the commission for the govern- 
ment of the as a portion of the 


United States. 

The preliminary portion of the report is 
mainly descriptive of the Hawaiian Islands, 
the inhabitants, existing institutions, 
the public domain, productions, climate, 
harbors and shipping facilities, and various 
conditions of general interest. The remain- 
ing portion is principally devoted to a dis- 
cussion of the legislation proposed by the 
commission, giving in the appendix the vari- 
Ous reports of sub-committees and copies of 
the bills suggested. 

Three bills are formulated for the consid- 
eration of Congress. The first and principal 
one outlines a general plan of government 
and the other two deat with subordinate 
questions. Of the main bill, the Commis- 
Sioners express the opinion that it will 
Prove “‘such a measure for the govern- 
ment of the Hawaiian Islands as will best 
promote the interests of their people at the 
a gl oe BR it promotes the interests 
€ ntains the sovereignty of the people 
of the United States.” we ee 
‘ It provides for the erection of the islands 
nto a Territory of the United States, to be 
styled the Territory of Hawaii. The bil 
contains provisions for the government of 
the Territory, giving it executive, legisla- 
tive, and judicial officers. A Governor, a 
Secretary of the Territory, a United States 
District Judge, a United States District At- 
torney, and a United States Marshal are to 
be appointed by the President, and an in- 
ternal revenue district and a customs dis- 
trict are created. The offices of President, 
Minister of Foreign. Affairs, Minister of 
Finance, Minister of Public Instruction, 
Auditor General, Deputy Auditor General, 
Surveyor General, and Marshal are abol- 
ished. » 

The elective officers of the Territory pro- 
posed under the new régime are an Attor- 
ney General, with similar powers and duties 
@s are now possessed by the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the Republic of Hawali, with a few 
exceptions; a Treasurer, with similar pow- 
ers and duties to the present Minister of 
Finance and such powers and duties regard- 
ing licenses, corporations, and companies 
and partnerships and registration of prints, 
labels, and trade-marks as are now pos- 
sessed by the Minister of the Interior, ex- 
cept as changed; also a Superintendent of 
Public Works, a Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, an Auditor, and a Deputy Au- 
ditor, a Surveyor, with the powers and du- 
ties of a Surveyor General, and a Chief 
Sheriff to succeed to the duties of the Mar- 
shal of the republic, all to be appointed by 
the Governor. 

CITIZENSHIP DEFINED. 

Probably the most important portion of 
the bill is Section 4, defining citizenship, 
which provides that “all white persons, in- 
ciuding Portuguese, and persons of African 
descent, and all persons descended from the 
Hawaiian race, on either the paternal or 
maternal side, who were citizens of the Re- 
public of Hawaii immediately prior to the 
transfer of the sovereignty thereof to the 
United States, are hereby declared to be 
citizens of the United States.” 

Provision is made for a Legislature com- 
posed of two houses; a Senate, to consist 
of fifteen members, as at present, and a 
House of tepresentatives, consisting of 
thirty members, double the membership of 
the House under the Hawaiian Republic. 
The members are to be elected at a general 


islands 


the 


election, to be held on the Tuesday after 
the first Monday in November, 1899, and 
biennially thereafter. The Supreme Court 


is to be the sole judge of che legality of 
election to a seat in either house in case 
of contest. No member of the Legislature 
is to be eligible for appointment or election 
to any office of the Territory, and no offi- 
cer or employe, Notary Public or agent of 
the territory is to be eligible to election as 
a legislator. 

There is also a provision that no person 
who, having been entitled to qualify and 
vote prior to October, 1897, and since July, 
1894, failed to register as such voter, shall 
have a vote, unless he shall take an oath 
to support the Constitution of the United 


States. The sessions of the Legislature are 
limited to 60 days in duration, and each 
member is allowed $400 as salary and 10 


cents a mile for traveling expenses. 

A Senator is required to be a male citizen 
of the-United States, thirty years of age, 
to have resided in the territory three years, 
be the owner in his own right of $2,000 
worth of property, or to have during the 
preceding year received $1,000 income. Rep- 
resentatives must be twenty-five years old, 
male citizens, must have lived three years 
in Hawaii, and must either own $500 worth 
of property or have an income of $250 a 
year. 

Voters for Representatives are required to 
be male citizens, twenty-one years old, and 
of one year’s residence in the Territory; to 
have registered, to have paid all taxes due 


the Government, and to be able under- 
standingly to speak, read, and write the 
English or Hawaiian language. To be qual- 


ified to vote for Senators, a person must 
possess all the qualifications and be sub- 
ject to all the conditions required for voters 
for Representatives, and, in addition, own 
in his own right real property worth $1,000, 
upon which valuation legal taxes sha!l have 
been paid for. the year preceding that in 
which» he offers to register, or shall have 
actually received a money income of not less 
than $600 during the previous year. Five 
registration districts are provided, and the 
Governor of the Territory is authorized to 
appoint registration boards with the advice 
of the Senate. 
DELEGATE IN CONGRESS. 

The bill also provides: for the election of 
a delegate to the House of Representatives 
in Congress by voters qualified to vote for 
Representatives in the Legislature, this dele- 
owers and priv-

Congress. 

The Governor is to appoint a Chief Jus- 
tice and two Associate Justices of the Su- 
preme Court, the Judges of the Circuit 
Court. the mcmbers of the Board of Health, 
Commissioners of Public Instruction, Prison 
Inspectors, Boards of Registration, Inspect- 
ors of Elect xn. and other public boards 
that may be created by law, and all offi- 
cers whose salaries exceed $2,000 per an- 

im. 
~ ether provisions of the bill are as follows: 

The Governor is to possess the veto power, 
but his veto may be overridden by a two- 
thirds vote of both houses of the Legis- 
ature. 
athe Legislature is authorized to create 
town, city, or county municipalities. 

Foreign goods and articles imported into 
the islands after July 7, 1898, are, if after- 
ward broucht into the United States, to pay 
the same duties charged upon like articles 
when imported from any foreign country. 

The existing laws of Hawali, not incon- 
sistent with the Constitution and the laws 
of the United States or this act, continue 
in force subject to repeal or amendment by 
the Legislature of Hawaii or by Congress. 
The laws of Hawaii relating to public or 
Government lands continue in force until 
changed by Congress, but no leases of agri- 
cultural lands are to be granted. sold, or 
removed for a longer term than five years, 
unless Congress sha!l direct. 

The laws of Hawaii relating to agriculture 
and forestry are continued in force, except 
as they may be modified by Congress or the 
Legislature, and the Secretary of Agricult- 
ure is charged with the duties of examining 
the laws of Hawaii relating to agriculture, 
forestry, public lands and public roads, and 
reporting thereon to the President. 


FOREIGN CONTRACT LABOR  EX- 
CLUDED. 


The bill also provides that the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the United States locally 
ayplicable shall have the same force and 
effect in the territory of Hawaii as else- 
where in the United States. This is the 


usual provision found in the acts of Con- 
gress providing for the establishment of 
territorial governments in the United States, 
but the Commissioners regard the provision 
as exceptionally important in this bill for 
many reasons, among which they mention 
the continued importation of coole labor 
into Hawaii. Remarking upon this point, 
they say: 

If it has been the policy of the Government of 
Hawaii, both since and before the establishment 
of the republic, to import men under labor con- 
tracts for a term of years, at the expiration of 
which they are to return to the countries from 
which they came. Those brought in are mainly 
from China and Japan. Since the act of Con- 
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gress annexing Hawaii was passed prohibiting 
Chinese immigration, the Hawaiian sugar plant- 
ers have seemed to be making an unusual effort 
in securing the importation of Japanese labor- 
ers, fearing trouble and embarrassment on ac- 
count of insufficient labor for the care and carry- 
ing on of their sugar plantations. 

Of course, it becomes necessary to extend our 
labor laws over the islands, so as to prohibit all 
kinds of fcreign contract labor from coming 
to the territory, first, because it is the policy of 
the country to keep out ali kinds of cheap for- 
eign labor, including coolie labor, and thereby 
prevent such labor from interfering with the 
wages of American labor, and, secondly, to pro- 
tect our manufacturers’ products from compe- 
tition with manufactured goods produced by 
cheap alien labor. The general laws of the United 
States will place the people of the territory on 
the same footing with the people of the States 
and of other territories of the United States in 
regard to foreign labor. 

The question whether white labor can be profit- 
ebly utilized in the sugar plantations is yet a 
problem; but the planters are preparing to give 
such labor atrial, and some of them believe it 
will prove superior to the labor of either Chinese 
or Japanese. 

NOT CREATE A PRECEDENT. 

The Commissioners express their united 
opinion that the plan outlined for the 
Government of Hawaii cannot,be regarded 
a precedent for Puerto Rico and the 
Philippines, saying on this point: 

Much has been said to the effect that the pol- 
icy or scheme of government for the Hawaiian 
Islands will be taken and accepted as an index 


or precedent to be followed in the plan of gov- 
ernment for Puerto Rico and the Philippines. In 








as 


view of this apparent expectation or belief on 
the part of many good people in the United 
States the commission deems it proper to say 
that the people of Hawaii are capable of self- 
government, and have proved this by the estab- 
lishment of the Republic of Hawaii and the 
adoption of a constitution and code of laws 


which will compare favorably with those of any 
other government, and under such legislation 
and laws have maintained a stable government 
for several years, worthy of a free people. 


The people of these islands are more or less 
familiar with the institutions and laws of the 
United States, while the laws of the little re- 
public are largely taken from the laws of this 
country. It cannot be said that either the 
Puerto Ricans or the Filipinos are at all fa- 
miliar with our system of government, or with 
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any other based on the principles of liberty. 

underlying theory of. our Government is 
right of self-government, and people must 
fitted for self-government before they can 
trusted with the responsibilities and duties 
taching to free government. 

These remarks are made to negative the idea 
that because the people of the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands can, in the judgment of the commission, 
be consistently given self-government to an ex- 
tent almost equal to that given the people in 
the States, it can be safely inferred that other 
insular possessions which the United States have 
or may acquire by the treaty with Spain can be 
granted equal freedom in government. 

The report is unanimous except upon one 
point, on which President Dole makes a 
minority recommendation. This recommen- 
dation is for a board of advisers to the 
Governor of the Territory, and he recom- 
mends that the Treasurer, the Attorney 
General, the Suprintendent of Public 
Works. and the Commissioner of Public 
Lands shall be constituted special coun- 
selors of the Governor, to be consulted by 
him concerning all matters of public policy. 
Mr. Dole gives as his reason for his rec- 
ommendation the fear that without some 
such provision the Governor may arrogate 
to himself greater power than is contem- 
plated. Outlining his reason for this posi- 
tion, he says: 

While with some misgivings I have assented to 
the provisions of the majority report which place 
the executive power of the Territory in the 
hands of one individual and do away with the 
Executive Council, I am unable to accept those 
which confer upon the Governor the appoint- 
ment of all subordinate officers and which, while 
giving him the appointment of heads of depart- 
ments, with the approval of the Senate, permit 
him to remove them without such approval, a 
power not enjoyed by the President of the United 
States. Nor can I agree to the absence of any 
provisions whatever limiting checking the 
Governor's executive power under the laws ex- 
cepting as to the approval of the Senate required 
in certain appointments. 

The weight of these objections will be better 
understood in view of the recommendations of 
the Commissioners that the Legislature shall hold 
regular sessions but once in two years as hereto- 
fore, which circumstance would furnish the 
Governor with the opportunity, if he should 
choose to seize it, of removing any or all heads 
of departments immediately after the termina- 
tion of the regular session of the Legislature, 

{ and filling their places with persons whose com- 
mssions would be valid until the end of the next 
session of the Senate, which might not occur for 
nearly two years. By this means a Governor, 
acting within his authority, could substantially 
evade the. provisions requring these appointments 
to be approved by the Senate. 

The performances of like character under the 
monarchy are too fresh in the minds of the Ha- 
waiian community to permit them to contern- 
plate without dismay the possibility-~of a repeti- 
tion thereof. The Governor under the provisions 
of the act recommended by the commission will 
have less check to his administration of affairs 
than was the case with the sovereigns under the 
monarchy exceptng only in the matter of tenure 
of office. 

The majority, in their report, express the 
opinion that the precaution is not neces- 
sary, saying that ‘the history of the Ter- 
ritories of the United States, covering many 
years of experience, has not, in the opinion 
of the commission, shown a necessity for 
the creation of any number of advisers.” 


CURRENCY AND POSTAL SAVINGS. 


Of the other. two bills, one relates to 
Hawaiian silver and Treasury notes, and 
the other to postal savings banks in Ha- 
wali. The first provides that unmutilated 
Hawaiian silver coins shall be received at 


par value in payment of all dues to the 
Government of the Territory of Hawaii and 
of the United States, and shall not again 

| be issued, but shall on presentation in 
sums of $500 to either Government be pur- 
ehased and recoined as bullion at the Unit- 
ed States Mint at San Francisco. All Ha- 
waiian silver certificates are to be redeemed 
by the Territory of Hawaii on or before 
Jan. 1, 1902. 

The other is a bill which repeals the Ha- 
waiian laws establishing postal savings 
banks, and directs the Secretary of the 
Treasury to pay the amounts on deposit in 
the postal savings banks in Hawaii to the 
persons entitled thereto, terminating the 
interest on all deposits on the Ist of July, 
1299, and forbidding further deposits after 
that date.

With the certain at- 
trition which is bound to »xist between them and 
the Americans in Hawaii, and under the influ- 
ence of the existing pubtic school system, which 
makes the study of the English language com- 
pulsory, they promise to become a good class of 
people for the growth of republican ideas. 


MR. VEST OPPOSES “COLONIES” 


Resolution Introduced in the Senate 
and Notice of a Speech Soon 
to Follow. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—In the Senate to- 
day Mr. Vest (Mo.) offered the following 
joint resolution, which he asked might lie 
on the table, as he desired to speak on it at 
an early day: 

That under the Constitution of the United States 
no power is given to the Federal Government to 
acquire territory to be held and governed per- 
manently as colonies. 

The colonial system ot European nations can- 
not be established under our present Constitu- 
tion, but all territory acquired by the Gov- 
ernment, except such small amount as may 
be necessary fcr coaling stations, correction of 
bonudaries, and simflar governmental purposes, 
must be acquired and governed with the purpose 
of ultimately organizing such territory into 
States suitable for admission into the Union. 

Consideration of bills on the calendar was 
then taken up. A measure reported favor- 
ably at the last session, amending existing 
law relating to the issuing of American reg- 
istry to foreign-built ships wrecked in the 
United States, purchased by citizens of the 
United States and repaired to the extent of 
three-fourths of their value, was discussed. 
The bill provides that if such a wrecked 
ship be employed in the coastwise trade it 
shall be subject to forfeiture. 

Mr. Vest, a member of the Committee on 
Commerce, expressed his opposition to the 
bill, principally because it afforded protec- 
tion to the coastwise trade, which needed 
no protection. Our general carrying trade, 
Mr. Vest believed, needed protection. Un- 
der the present system of navigation laws 
this trade had decreased from 75 per cent. 
to 11 per cent., and this country is now pay- 
ing $150,000,000 annually to foreign ship- 
owners for carrying trade that ought to be 
carried in American bottoms. This condi- 
tion of affairs, Mr. Vest declared, was ‘“‘a 
scandal and disgrace.” He said he had 
been amused at the suggestion of the Presi- 
dent, made in his message submitted yester- 
day, that our carrying trade be encouraged 
by the payment of subsidies. 

‘In other words,”’ said he, “ it is proposed 
to substitute for the present vicious system 
of navigation laws a scheme of subsidies 
that is even more vicious than is the evil it 
proposes to remedy. 

‘* Under the proposed policy of the Admin- 
istration,” continued Mr. Vest, ‘‘ we are to 
build a great navy. We are to cease to be a 
nation of traders, and, under the impulse of 
the policy of expansion, become a nation of 
warriors. It would appear to me to be bet- 
ter first to build up our carrying trade. I 
would also let our people, through the be- 
neticent effects of such trade, buy where 
the can buy cheapest.”’ 

Mr. Caffrey, (La.,) also a member of the 
Committee on Commerce, opposed the bill. 
Finally it was made a special order for next 
Monday. 

After the passage of some minor bills the 
Senate at 1:30 P. M., on motion of Mr. Al- 
drich, (R. I.,) adjourned. 


MONEY FOR ARMY AND NAVY. 


Unexpended Balances Far in Excess 
of the Funds Needed After 
January 1. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6—The first of the 
appropriatien bills, covering deficiencies for 
war expenses, was reported to the House 
to-day. It carries for the War Depart- 
ment and military establishment, $60,711,- 
539; for the naval establishment, $5,568,- 
853; total, $66,280,392. 

This amount, however, is a reappropria- 
tion of funds heretofore allowed, but not 
available after the close of the present 
year. The unexpendea balances of these 
war funds are estimated at $4,816,165, of 
which the War Department balance is $61,- 
216,261 and the navy balance $33,652,903. 
The balances, therefore, are considerably 
more than will be reappropriated. The 
main items of the bill, as reported, are: 

War Department—Temporary employes, 
$300,000; contingent expenses of army, 
$200,000; increased force of regular army, 










$3,902,822; volunteer army, (based on an 
army of 100,000,) $15,155,623; subsistence, 
$11,876,025; Quartermaster’s regular gup- 


plies, $5,646,200; Quartermaster’s incidental 
expenses, $1,350,000; horses for cavalry and 
artillery, $292,500; transportation by land 
and water, $12,254,225; clothing, tamp and 
garrison equipage, $6,401,614; Medical De- 
partment, $2,300,000; Signal Service, $174,- 
000; Ordnance Department, current ex- 
penses, $50,000; small-arm ammunition, 
$200,000; ordnance stores, $62,500; various 
ordnance equipments, $60,000; arms for Na- 
tional armories, $275,000. 

The naval establishment receives the fol- 
lowing main items: 

Emergency fund, to meet unforeseen con- 
ingencies constantly arising, $1,000,000; 
3ureau of Navigation, $120,000; ordnance 
stores, $300,000; Bureau of Equipment, 
$385,804; construction,. repair, and comple- 
tion of war vessels, $1,500,000; yards and 
docks, $245,000; Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts, $1,000,000. 

Consideration of the bill will begin to- 
morrow. An early adjournment of the 
House was ordered to-day, as a mark of re- 
spect to the memories of Mr. Northway of 
Ohio and Mr. Love of Mississippi, whose 
deaths during the recess were announced 
by their colieagues. 


PRESIDENTIAL NOMINATIONS. 





That of Ambassador to Mexico in the 
List Sent to Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The President 
to-day sent to Congress the nomination of 
Powell Clayton of Arkansas to be Ambas- 


sador to Mexico. 

Sefior Romero, the former Mexican Minis- 
ter, having been raised to the rank of Am- 
bassador, Minister Clayton’s promotion fol- 
lowed under an act of Congress. 

The President also sent to the Senate a 
number of appointments made during the 
recess. They include those of Secretary 
Hay, Assistant Secretary of State Hill, the 
Hawaiian Commfssion, the Paris Commis- 
sioners, and a number of Consuls. 


CHURCHMEN OPPOSE ROBERTS. 


Spisecopal Ministers Want the Utah 
Representative Unsented. 


TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 6—The Episco- 
palian ministers of Trenton to-day adopted 
resolutions protesting against the seating 


in Congress of Representative-elect Brig- 
ham Roberts of Utah. 

The resolutions recited that the seating 
of a man who practices polygamy would 
violate Christian civilization. Representa- 
tive Gardner of this district has been me- 
morialized to oppose the seating of Rob- 


erts. 
To Commemorate Maine Victims, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Senator Hale to- 
day introduced a joint resolution authoriz- 
ing the Secretary of the Navy to erect a 


monument in Havana, Cuba, to the memory 
of the sailors and marines who lost their 
lives by the explosion of the Maine. The 
bill is recommended by the Navy Depart- 
ment.

ST. LOUIS STREET LINES SOLD. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Dec. 6.—The largest 
street railway deal in the history of St. 
Louis is practically closed. By the trans- 
action Corwin and Spencer and other stock- 


holders of the Southern Electric Railway 
Company will become owners of all the lines 
and equipment of the National Railway 
Company, better known as the Hamilton 
Syndicate, organized under the Illinois stat- 
utes in 1889. D. G. Hamilton of Chicago is 
President and principal stockholder. For 
the past three years the company has de- 
clared 6 per cent. dividends on its stock of 
$2,500,000. 

The report of the sale is confirmed by Mr. 
Spencer, President of the Southern Electric 
Company. He preferred to withhold the fig- 
ures representing the purchase price at 
present. The property sold includes the 
Northern, Central, Cass Avenue and Fair 
Grounds, Union, Cftizens’, Baden, and 
Southwestern lines, all electric, and the St. 
Louis line, or Broadway cable. They rep- 
resent 95.04 miles of track, of which 80.37 
miles are electric and 14.67 miles cable.

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THE TREATY AND THE CANAL. 


The Clayton-Bulwer treaty between the 
United States and Great Britain, ratified 
July 5, 1850, contains the following pror 


visions: 


“Preamble: The United States of America 
and her Britannic Majesty, being desirous 
’ of consolidating the relations of amity which 
happily subsist between them by setting 
forth and fixing in a convention their views 
and intentions with reference to any means 
ef communication by ship canal which may 
constructed between the Atlantic and 
acific Oceans by the way of the River San 
uan de Nicaragua and either or both of the 
akes of Nicaragua and Managua to any port 
or place in the Pacific Ocean * * * have 
agreed to the following articles: 

‘Article I.—The Governments of the 
United States and Great Britain hereby de- 
Clare that neither the one nor the other will 
ever obtain nor maintain for itself any _ ex- 
clusive control over the said ship canal. 

*“ Article VIII.—The Governments of the 
United States and Great Britain having not 
only desired in entering into this conven- 
tion, to accomplish 2 particular object, but 
to establish a genera! principle, they hereby 
a@gice iv extena their protection, by. treaty 
stipulations, tu any other practicable.com- 
munications. whether by canal or railway, 
accoss the isthmus which connects North 
and South Amer‘ca, and especially to the 
inter-oceanic communications, should the 
game prove to be practicable, whether by 
canal or railway, which are now proposed 
to be established by the way of Tehuan- 
tepec or Panama.” 


It was long ago recognized that this is 
for us an unfortunate agreement. Presi- 
dent BucHANAN tried both by an appeal 
to Congress and by diplomatic negotia- 
tion to secure its abrogation. He was 
outwitted by British diplomacy; 
when Lord Napier informed him that his 


Government would consent to abrogate | 


the treaty only on condition that the 
status quo of 1852 be restored, which 
would éstablish Great Britain’s claim to 
British Honduras, the Bay Islands, and 
the Mosquito Coast, BUCHANAN desisted 
from the attempt. 
Secretary BLAINE succeeded no better. 
Congress by joint resolution on April 16, 
\\1880, had requested the President to take 
steps for the abrogation of the treaty. 
To Mr. BLAINE’s earnest arguments and 
appeals Lord GRANVILLE replied that the 


principles upon which they were based | 


were “novel in international law,” and 


that “her 
with confidence upon the observance of 
all the engagements of that treaty.” 

Secretary FRELINGHUYSEN took up the 
argument where BLAINE left it, and with 
no greater success. He argued that the 
treaty could refer only to canal projecis 
in existence at the time of its ratifica- 
tion, and that the treaty had become void 
by the acts of Great Britain. Lord GRAN- 
VILLE denied all his positions, and de- 
elared that his Government saw no need 
of modifying the treaty, which it consid- 
ered to be still of binding force. 

If the negotiations of BUCHANAN, 
BLAINE, and FRELINGHUYSEN had any ef- 
fect, it was to strengthen the position of 
Great Britain. When we let the matter 
drop after so much argument and effort, 
we practically admitted the validity of 
the treaty. 

Nevertheless, President McKINLEY in 
his annual message makes declarations of 
policy which are wholly in conflict with 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. The lan- 
guage he employs gives the impression 
that the United States has as free a hand 
on the isthmus as if the treaty never ex- 
isted. 

In urging Congress to take “‘ some defi- 
nite action” at this session in respect to 
the Nicaragua Canal project, the Presi- 
dent says: 


“That the construction of such a mart- 
time highway is now more than ever indis- 
pensable to that intimate and ready inter- 
communication between our eastern and 
western seaboards demanded by the an- 
nexation of the Hawaiian Islands and the 
prospective expansion of our influence and 
‘commerce in the Pacific, and that our Na- 
tional policy now more sek A than 
ever calls for its control by this vern- 
ment, are propositions which I doubt nov 
the Congress will duly appreciate and wise- 


ly act upon.” 

Very naturally the English press, in its 
comments upon the message, expresses 
surprise at the President’s language. We 
_are surprised, in our turn, by the mod- 
eration of its comments; for in the ab- 
-gence of any explanation that the two 
Governments have reached an under- 
standing about the treaty this paragraph 
from the President’s niessage might well 
astonish the diplomatic world. It would 
beyond doubt give her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment ample occasion to ask for an ex- 
“planation of the expression “control by 
this-Government,” s0 evidently in conflict 
‘with the terms of the treaty. It is only 
because we are at present upon terms of 
- unusual amity with Great Britain that 
_the press and the public see no sinister 

import in this declaration. 
Some time ago THE TIMEs learned from 
a source where the truth was likely to be 
known that Great Britain would be well 
satiafied to see our Government under- 
take the construction of a canal across 
and that she, would offer no

Majesty’s Government rely | 


that is, that she would not stand upon 
the terms of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 
The unrestrained freedom with which the 
President speaks of the control of the 
canal by our Government confirms our 
information. It is not credible that Mr. 
McKINLEY would choose this moment to 
propose the open violation of a treaty 


with Great Britain. We are forced to 
conclude that, so far as it applies or has 


been considered to apply to the Nicaragua 
Canal enterprise, the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty has by some friendly understand- 
ing been got out of the way as an ob- 
stacle to our control of the canal. 


THE TREASURY OUTLOOK. 

Mr. GaGr’s estimates of receipts and 
expenditures for the current fiscal year 
and the following one strike us as being 
exceedingly hopeful. They are not spe- 
cific enough to admit of very precise 
analysis, but we cannot resist the im- 
pression that they do not sufficiently al- 
low for demands which the Treasury is 
practically sure to have to face. 

At the-close of the fiscal year, June 
30, 1898, there was a net deficit of $38,- 
000,000. Had the Government not re- 
ceived some $65,000,000 from the sale of 
the Pacific roads the deficit would have 
been $103,000,000. For the current fiscal 
year, which has seven months yet to run, 
the Secretary estimates a deficit of $112,- 
000,000. He seems to have made no al- 
lowance for a deficit in the postal reve- 
nues, which was $10,500,000 last year 
and is estimated at $4,250,000 for next 
year. With that deficit included next 
July would probably find the Treasury 
behind hand $120,000,000. This results 
after adding $45,000,000 to the customs 
and $100,000,000 to the internal revenue. 
The latter is reasonable; the former 
seems extremely sanguine in view of the 
fact that customs this year yielded $27,- 
000,000 less than last year. 

Entering the next fiscal year with this 
large deficit, the Secretary estimates that 
it can be cut down in the year following 
(to June 30, 1900,) to a little over $30,- 
000,000. To do this he must get $10,000,- 
000 more from customs than the above 
Sanguine estimate for the current year, 
$15,000,000 more from internal revenue, 
and $8,000,000 more from the postal serv- 
ice, or increased revenue in all of $33,- 
000,000. On the other hand, the expenses 
of the Government must be reduced by 
$49,000,000. It is not possible from the 
figures given by the Secretary to ascer- 
tain exactly where these reductions are 
estimated to be made, but they are 
doubtless chiefly in the military estab- 
lishment and the naval establishment, 

'/ and in the former in larger measure than 
| in the latter. How far this will be feasi- 
| ble, with the increase of the army and 
navy recommended by the President, and 
with the expenses imposed by the re- 
sults of the war, it is now impossible to 
say. The Secretary does not go into these 
| calculations. The prospect in its most 
hopeful aspect, then, is this: Between Dec. 
1, 1898, and June 30, 1900, the deficit will 
amount $100,000,000, provided the 
| large increase of revenue and reduction 
| of expense take place. The Treasury had, 
| above the gold reserve, on Dec. 1, an 
! available balance of $175,000,000. There 
| is, of course, no likelihood that this will 
not be sufficient. But it is plain from the 
Secretary’s figures as it was from those 
we presented and analyzed on the eve of 
; the meeting of Congress, that at the next 
session the question of revised and in- 
creased taxation will be a pressing one.

He recommends, in substance, three 
forms of direct and indirect aid—bounties 
in one or another form; increase of ton- 

| nage tax on foreign vessels to equal the 

| rates charged in London, Liverpool, and 

| Hamburg; the restriction of trade be- 

| tween the United States, Puerto Rico, and 
Hawaii, and the coasting trade of those 
islands to vessels of American registry— 

| that is, to American built vessels. 

| We should say that increased taxation 
in this country in aid of any one form of 
business would be, at the present time, 
and the actual condition of our 
finances, about as inexcusable as any 
piece of favoritism that could be devised. 
The arguments in favor of this policy are 
specious. There is no reason why public 
money should be spent to promote the 
carriage of freight from our shores that 
is not equally strong for the spending of 
public money to lessen freight charges 
from the interior to the seaboard. The 
great lines like the New York Central or 
the Penusylvania Railroad are just as 
much entitled to a bounty on their busi- 
ness as would be the steamship lines that 
take their business when it reaches the 
coast. It is demonstrated, moreover, by 
facts perfectly well known, that our ship- 
builders, so far as they are concerned, 
ean build vessels in open competition 
with all,the world. If after these vessels 
are built they meet in competition other 
vessels sustained by bounties, that may 
be a ground for countervailfhg taxes on 
their competitors coming to our ports, but 
even such countervailing taxes should be 
withdrawn when reciprocity can be se- 
cured. With the heavy burden of taxa- 
tion imposed by the recent war, and 
which there is no reason to think can 
soon be lightened, Congress has no moral 
right to impose new taxes for the benefit 
of a particular industry. 

The proposition of the Secretary to ap- 
ply to Hawaii and to Puerto Rico the ob- 
solete navigation law which forbids all 
trade with them except in American ves- 
sels is amazing in a man of Mr. GaGn’s 
general intelligence and business experi- 
ence. As this proposition is submitted 
without objection from the President, we 
are forced to conclude that the order as 
to Puerto Rico, already made, was the de- 
liberate policy of the Administration and 
will not for the present be modified... It is

justified, or on which it can be made any- 
thing but costly. The only hope of se- 
curing the material and political progress 
of our new dependencies is in developing 
their trade in the greatest vigor, variety, 
and freedom. How can we do that if we 
begin by shutting out all the shipping of 
the world from the trade between their 
ports and ours? If we are to treat them 
as Spain has treated her colonies for three 
centuries, and try to get from them all 
the exclusive advantage we can grab, we 
shall check their growth, and in the end 
get less advantage than we could obtain 
in open competition. It is astonishing to 
find an able business man like Mr. GAGE 
pleading for the adoption of a backward 
policy with arguments more fitting to the 
sixteenth century than to the eve of the 
twentieth. 


“PATRIOTISM” IN PARIS. 
It is evidently much to be wished that 
a time should somehow be gained in 
Paris for silence and reflection. The late 


THOMAS CARLYLE used to declare, in his 
whimsical way, that it would be a great 
thing for the world if a single generation 
of men could pass from the cradle to the 
grave “ with their tongues cut out” and 
access to writing materials also denied 
them. That drastic and extreme meas- 
ure would not be approved by anybody 
but its proposer. But it is plain that an 
absence of all reference in Parisian con- 
versation or in the “ journals of the bou- 
levard,” say for a fortnight, to the Drey- 
fus case would be a beneficent measure. 
For one thing it would bring home to 
the members of the “ Patriotic League ” 
what asses they have been making of 
themselves. That eminent boulevardier, 
or, aS we might say, blatherskite, M. 
DEROULEDE, is a leading yellow journal. 
ist of Paris. He has this disadvantage 
as compared with our cwn yellow jour: 
nalists, that he seems to have the unen- 
viable faculty of convincing himself of 
what he says in his paper. That may to 
some extent “let him out”’ morally, but 
to what a tremendous extent it lets him 
in intellectually! He seems to have con-

The recent action of the Trustees of 
Columbia University in deciding that the 
university shall have dormitories as soon 
as the money can be secured will afford 
very great satisfaction not only to the 
alumni, but to all who are interested in 
making Columbia a centre of scholarship. 


The conviction is general among college- 


bred men that the associations and cult- 


! ure which come only from living as well 
———— ! as working in college are among the most

important results of a college training, 
and the failure of Columbia in the past 


| to offer these advantages has unquestion- 


ably operated to retard her growth and 
influence. The adoption of a new policy 
at the present time is therefore most op- 
portune, and if the alumni sentiment 
which has strongly demanded the change 
manifests itself in the form of gifts of 
buildings, a powerful stimulus will be af- 
forded to the university spirit, which has 
become a noticeable feature since the re- 
moval to the new site. 

The committee that has had the matter 
under consideration points out in its re- 
port that a dormitory system can be es- 
tablished under the most favorable con- 
ditions upon that portion of the new 
grounds which they have designated as 
“The Green,” a name that revives memo- 
ries of the old college when it stood upon 
its original site on Park Place. 


The Green comprises about one city 
block, between the Boulevard, Amster- 
dam Avenue, and One Hundred and 
Twentieth Street, to the north of Have- 
meyer and Schermerhorn Halls, and it is 
proposed to erect four dormitories in this 
space, forming three sides of a quad- 
rangle, reserving a large interior area, 
planted with trees and grass. It would 
be difficult to find a more beautiful place 
of residence than the one which will thus 
be afforded to the students of Columbia, 
or one better calculated to develop that 
university atmosphere which is born of 
the community of scholars. In every as- 
pect, educational, social, and financial, 
the establishment of dormitories will be 
an important step for Columbia, and if 
the generosity which has provided other 
universities with dormitories finds ex- 
pression on Morningside Heights, the 
Green and its resident students willbsoon 


become a new element of strength and. 


vigor in the resources and life of the uni- 
versity. 


MISS HELEN GOULD. 

It is very like Gen. Joz WHEELER to 
have been the member of Congress to in- 
troduce, on the first day of the session, a 
resolution offering the thanks of Con- 
gress to Miss HELEN GOULD, and provid- 
ing that durable expression be given to 
the National gratitude in the form of a 
medal of honor. Everybody knows how 
valuable Miss GouLD’s services have been 
during the war. Nobody knows it better 
than Gen. WHEELER, and nobody else in 
Congress knows it so well. It is fit and 
right that services so exceptional should 
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be recognized in an exceptional manner. 
The precedent will be a good one. It is 
true that Miss GovuLp, having no vote, 
does not much more appeal to the sym- 
pathies of politicians as such than if she 
were a regular army officer. But it is 
also true that public opinion, when it is 
strongly enough pronounced, impresses 
itself upon Congress. And public opinion 
is as distinct upon the point that Miss 
GOULD was, if we may say so, a heroine 
of the war as that LAWTON and HawkKINs 
and CHAFFEB and other soldiers of no po- 
litical influence or account were its he- 
roes. ; 

They won victories in spite of the 
dreadful incapacity of the War Depart- 
‘ment, which embraces the politics of the 
army. She did her utmost to mitigate 
Algerism when it was exhibited in the 
neglect of sick and wounded soldiers. We 
must not forget that Miss GouLp owed 
the opportunity which she so eagerly em- 
braced and so judiciously employed of 
doing good to an exceptionally great pri- 
vate fortune. This fortune, moreover, was 
accumulated, and by its founder admin- 
istered, in an entirely and frankly selfish 
spirit. But what an immense public ad- 
vantage this great private fortune has 
been found to be when it has been ad- 
ministered in a public spirit. Multi-mill- 
ionaires are reported to be exercised 
upon the question how to diminish the 
popular envy of great riches. Let them 
learn from the example of Miss GouLp 
what may be the public use of private 
fortunes when they are under the direc- 
tion of a warm heart and a cool head. If 
all great fortunes were administered in 
the same spirit we should hear less of ‘‘a 
graduated income tax.”

——El Avisador Comercial, a Havana pa- 
per of Spanish sympathies, but evidently 
edited by a man who is rapidly acquiring a 
knowledge of the difference between facts 
and emotions, prophesies the complete and 
speedy substitution of American for Euro- 
pean manufactures in the stocks of Cuban 
dealers, and advises its readers to submit to 
the inevitable with such grace as they can 
command, ‘“ Following,” it says, ‘(a war 
into which we were drawn by inexcusable 
greed, and out of which we came forth de- 
fenseless without fighting, it is not illogical 
that we should feel somewhat sad and un- 
nerved. Against this state of things com- 
merce should struggle decidedly for exist- 
ence, but with prudence and tact, consider- 
ing that there is no remedy for the late 
happenings, and that the principal cause of 
our misfortune is not Yankee greed, but 
the negligence of our own Government, be- 
cause every people and each individual have 
the right to seek aggrandizement, while the 
apathy, negligence, and inaptitude of our 
men in power are unpardonable.” This is 
neither accurate nor consistent, as a whole, 
but it will do as a beginning, and even the 
nonsense about ‘‘ Yankee greed’ can easily 
be overlooked. The Spanish writer explicit- 
ly recognizes that Cuba’s chance of pros- 
perity, for the present at least, depends on 
an inflow of American capital, and an ap- 
proximation to American methods of doing 
business, and he advises the Havana mer- 
chants to invite the former and to adopt 
the latter at once and cordially. He is a 
Spaniard who will make a good Cuban—in 
time. 


—“ Christian Scientists,” no doubt, will 
exult loudly over the discharge from cus- 
tody of the two women who between them 
achieved the death of HAROLD FREDERIC, 
and they may pretend to find in the present 
outcome of the attempt at prosecution a 
vindication of their doctrines and consola- 
tion for some of their recent troubles. As 
a matter of fact, the case is not closed yet, 
and even if, as is not unlikely, no further 
action is taken against Mrs. MILLs and Miss 
Lyon, the status of ‘“‘ Christian Science’’ is 
very far from what it was before this trag- 
edy, for almost the first time, forced sane 
and intelligent people to study and judge 
the manners, methods, morals, and motives 
of the self-styled healers. Whether the law 
here or in England can be successfully in- 
voked for the punishment of individual 
“ scientists ” is a question of no great mo- 
ment. Whether or not Judges and jurymen 
are disposed to give anything bearing even 
the name of religion the benefit of numer- 
cus doubts is a conundrum equally unim- 
portant. What really counts, both for the 
friends and the foes of this wretched de- 
lusion, is the fact that it has been dragged 
out into the light where all can see it. This 
exposure, we believe and hope, will be fatal 
to the protean monster. It is a feeble 
creature, though voracious, utterly helpless 
against attack, and safe only when ignored. 
Nobody is crying for the life of Mrs. MIuts, 
or even for her iiberty. She is but one of 
many ignorant and canting quacks, and her 
escape from what would inevitably have 
been described as martyrdom is possibly as 
fortunate for the public as for herself.

CZAR’S PEACE PLAN INDORSE 


National and International Events Re- 
viewed and an Anti-Strike Bill Rec- 
ommended Among Other Things. 


BERLIN, Dec. 6.—Emperor William to- 
day opened the Reichstag in the White Hall 
of the royal castle here in the presence of 
the members of the Bundsrath, the Gener- 
als, and other military officers, who were 
grouped around the throne, in front of which 
the Reichstag Deputies assembied. The 
Empress sat in the Grand Balcony and the 
members of the Diplomatic Corps occupied 
the adjoining gallery. 

His Majesty, who arrived at noon, was 
accompanied by his sons and by the Persian 
Prince Mirza. 

After the Centrist leader, Lingens, had 
called for cheers for his Majesty, the Im- 
perial Chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, handed 
the speech to the Emperor, who read it in a 


loud voice. 

One of the first bills mentioned was an 
anti-strike measure, providing for the pun- 
ishment of those who intimidate non-strik- 
ers, but not interfering with the workmen’s 
right of coalition. 

After announcing the completion of the 
organization of the army, the Emperor said 
that Germany’s relations with all the for- 
eign powers continued to be friendly and 
that the principal object of his policy would 
be to contribute to the maintenance of 
peace. Therefore, his Majesty hailed with 
warm approval the Czar’s magnanimous 
proposal for the furtherance of that object. 

Continuing, the Emperor referred to the 
assassination of the Empress of Austria as 
being a Savage and ruthless act, which had 
caused him deep pain and which had evoked 


the most sincere sympathy throughout Ger- 
many. . 

Referring to the anti-Anarchist confer- 
ence at Rome, the Emperor said the readi- 
ness with which the invitation had been ac- 
cepted by the powers justified the hope that 
aca ae would have practical re- 
sults. 

Alluding to the war between Spain and 
the United States, his Majesty said Ger- 
many’s neutrality was conscientiously and 
loyally observed toward both belligerents. 

Then, dealing with colonial affairs, Em- 
peror William pointed out the measures 
taken for the economic development of 
Kiao-Chau, declaring that, while conscien- 
tiously respecting the well-acquired rights 
of third parties, the German Government 
would direct its efforts to the further pro- 
motion of its economic relations witn 
China, which are yearly growing more im- 
portant. 

There was a special passage in the speech 
devoted to the inspection of meat, on which 
subject his Majesty said: 

‘“‘In order to avert the dangers involved 
in the trafic of unexamined meat, whether 
of home or foreign origin, intended for hu- 
mans, the question of the general introduc- 
tion of a system of inspection both of meat 
and of cattle intended for the slaughter- 
house is being considered. The Federal 
Government’s bill regulating the subject 
will, I hope, occupy your attention during 
the present session.’’ 

The Emperor, in conclusion, said it was 
with deep emotion that with the Empress he 
had visited spots rendered dear to the 
whole of Christendom by the sufferings of 
the Saviour, and added: 

“The anxious desire of my three prede- 
ecessors on the throne of Prussia was to 
erect there a place of worship of the evan- 
gelical confession. That is was granted to 
me to fulfill this desire and hand over the 
Redeemer’s Church at Jerusalem to the 
service of the Lord is a fresh incentive to 
me to further employ the power vested in 
me by the grace of God in behalf of the 
eternal and fundamental truths of Chris- 
tianity. 

‘Guided by such sentiments it afforded 
my heart a special satisfaction to fulfill the 
long-cherished wish of the German Catho- 
lics by the acquisition of property on Mount 
Zion, sacred to them by hallowed reminis- 
cences. I cherish the hope that my stay in 
the Turkish Empire and the brilliant recep- 
tion accorded me by the Sultan and the 
Turkish people everywhere will prove to be 
of permanent benefit to German prestige 
and the national interests of Germany.” 

His Majesty’s speech was repeatedly 
cheered. 

Count von Lerchenfeld, the Bavarian 
Plenipotentiary, then called for three cheers 
for the Emperor, after which Emperor 
William and his sons left the hall, and the 
Deputies proceeded to the Reichstag, where 
Herr Lingens took the chair as senior mem- 
ber. 

In the Reichstag the Imperial Budget was 
formally submitted with the _ estimated 
revenue, expenditure, and balance 
1898-99.

Of the ordinary expenditure 79,893,688 
marks will be devoted to the army, 30,431,- 
500 marks to the navy, and 8,500,000 marks 
to salaries, harbor works, armaments, and 
defences at Kiao-Chau, in the Province of 
Shantung, China. Of the extraordinary ex- 
penditure 44,606,689 marks will be devoted 
‘o the army and 33,879,000 marks to the 
navy. 

The total expenditure will exceed that of 
the present fiscal year by 112,952,042 marks. 
The increased expenditure on the army will 
necessitate a loan of 89,921,189 marks. 

A bill increasing the peace effective of the 
army was also submitted. It provides for a 
gradual increase from Oct. 1, 1899, until by 
the year 1902 the peace effective reaches a 
total of 502,506 for the rank and file. This 
will comprise 635 battalions of infantry, 482 
squadrons of cavalry, 574 field batteries, 58 
garrison batteries, 26 battalions of pioneers, 
11 battalions for the maintenance of com- 
munications, and 238 transport battalions. 

Another bill. which will come into force 
on March 1, 1899, deals with the reorganiza- 
tion of the army. It provides that the peace 
effective hereafter shall consist of twenty- 
three army corps, of which Bavaria is <:o 
raise three, Saxony two, Wurtemburg one, 
and Prussia and the other States of the 
empire seventeen. 

he preamble of the bill says that “ Ger- 
many is still menaced in consequence of her 
geographical position, while neighboring 
States do not cease their systematic war- 
like preparations.” It continues in this 
vein: 

“There is no doubt that the Czar’s mani- 
festo furnishes a pledge that, at present, at- 
tack from that side is not contemplated, but 
disarmament has nowhere occurred, and, in 
present circumstances, it can scarcely be 
anticipated.” 

The Hispano-American war is then cited 
as furnishing a proof of the ‘dire conse- 
quences of a neglect to make proper prep- 
arations for war.” Special attention is 
driwn to the military preparations of 
France and Russia, and the preamble con- 
cludes by deciaring that ‘‘a strong and 
well-organized army is the surest pledge 
of peace.” 

It is regarded as certain that the Army 
bill will be passed by a large majority. 

Passionate debates are expected over the 
Strikes bill. Emperor William’s reference 
to this measure is interpreted in some quar- 
ters to mean that he will dissolve the 
Reichstag if the bill is rejected. 

Considerable surprise is expressed at the 
omission from his speech of any reference 
to the agreement with Bavaria about mili- 
tary judicial procedure or to the alleged 
new understanding with Great Britain. 

The evening papers note that the Emperor 
spoke of the Czar _as his ‘dear friend,” 
and of Emperor Francis Joseph as his 
“ faithful ally.’”’ They argue, therefore, that 
the trend of foreign policy is unchanged 
and that the Triple Alliance is still in ex- 
istence.

PARIS, Dec. 6.—At the silver jubilee bane 
quet of the British Chamber of Commerce 
here this evening, the British Ambassador, 
Sir Edmund J. Monson, referring to the 
“new diplomacy” which is said to have 
come into fashion during the past year, 

| said it was chiefly due to the enterprise of 
the press, but also it was in a measure due 


originality of the American mind—ever rest- 
lessly watching to improve everything— 
which will perhaps end by improving the 
diplomatists of the old school off the face of 
the earth.” 

The Ambassador added: 

“TIT am quite ready to acknowledge that 
there is much good in the particular inno- 
vation occupying my mind at the present 
moment. America has invariably sent to 
England the finest representatives of her 

intellect and culture, and I think we may at- 
tribute in no little degree the happy devel- 
opment of the friendly feeling between 
Great Britain and the United States to the 
manner in which those representatives per- 
formed their tasks, especially in their puplio 
utterances on both sides of the Atlantic. 

“TI wish I possessed the facility of exe 
pression and the command of appropriate 
language which distinguished Col. Hay, the 
late Mr. Bayard, and their eminent prede- 
cessors at the Court of St. James. Such 
oratorical gifts I have not. But I feel the 
strongest desire to say a few words which 
may work toward the end for which a Brit- 
ish Ambassador is sent abroad. It has not 
been without much reflection and anxiety 
that I decided to a on this occasion 
from the traditional limits by which a di- 
plomatist is hampered.” 

Sir Edmund Monson then proceeded to 
late on the recent remarkable outburst of 

public feeling in Great Britain, provoked by 

the Fashoda incident, and said he ventured 
to express the hope that the idea of Great 

Britain being unduly squeezable and prone 

to make graceful but impolitic concessions 

is thoroughly exploded. 

After referring to the “mischief often 
wrought by reckless journalism, which is 
too apt to forget it can_ never be so ac- 
curately informed as the Foreign Minister,” 
Sir Edmund eulogistically referred to the 
Paris Exhibition of 1900, which he describes 
as ‘ one of the most significant factors in 
restraining the combative elements now 
menacing the peace of the earth.” 

He appealed to France to disabuse herself 
of all suspicion of unfair intention upon the 

part of Great Britain, to try to believe there 
was no general animosity in England 
toward France, and to meet England on 
every question at issue with an honest de- 
sire for an equitable arrangement. 

Sir Edmund Monson concluded as follows: 

‘““T would earnestly ask officials in power 
and unofficial exponents of public opinion 

} to discountenance and abstain from a con- 
tinuance of the policy of pin pricks, which, 
while it can only procure an ephemeral sat- 

| isfaction to a short-lived Ministry, must in- 
evitably perpetuate across the channel an 
intolerable irritation. 

“IT would entreat them to resist the 
temptation to thwart British enterprise by 
petty manoeuvres, such as the proposal to 
start colleges as rivals of Gen. Kitchener’s 
projected institution in the reconquered 
Soudan. Such ill-considered provocation 
might have the effect of converting Greut 
Britain’s present policy of forbearance in 
Egypt into the adoption of measures at 
which, I presume, French sentiment is not 
aiming.” 


MONSON’S SPEECH CRITICISED. 


London Papers Regard It as an Un-« 
fortunate Indiscretion, 
LONDON, Dec. 7.—Sir Edmond Monson’s 
zemarkable speech in Paris last evening has 
created a sensation here.

1ST NEW YORK MEN LANDED.

man town. The personages are representa- 
tives of a frugal, homekeeping, narrow- 


minded, but extravagantly punctilious and 
ceremonious people. The influence of the 


little club, the little opernhaus, the Kaf- 
feeklatsche, and the routine of every-day 
life is doubtless more or less faithfully 
represented. It is all domestic and un- 
poetical, but it is often droll and some- 
times touching, and it is true to the life it 
aims to depict. 

These sound qualities in the original of 
Messrs. Fitch and Dietrichstein’s new adap- 
tation are still to be observed through the 
new guise they have placed upon it, in their 
effort to transplant its naive humor and 
old-fashioned pathos and its simple char- 
acterization, without its raison d’étre and 
its graphic study of social conditions and 
manners, to a new and vastly different 
environment. They have tried bravely to 
make the play metropolitan without escap- 
ing its provincial atmosphere, to make it 
American without successfully avoiding its 
inhereht Teutonism. 

Thus the splendid mansion from which 


fashion goes forth to ride dashingly to hear 
“Siegfried” at the Metropolitan Opera 
House is vaguely confused with the humble, 
well-ordered home of folks in decent cir- 
cumstances, who send maidservants to 
walk home with women visitors at night. 
And once the mistress of this bewildering 
establishment is compelled to explain that 
both her maids have a “ night out,”’ and to 
ask a male visitor to escort a lady home 
in the very presence of a manservant in 
livery. 

Thus we are asked to believe that a man 
of supposed learning and paraded wealth, 
living in New York City, a short distance 
from the Grand Central Station, in a fine 
Mouse with a splendid conservatory at- 
tached, has never been on a railroad train 
in his life; that when he is compelled to 
go to Uuca he prepares as for a voyage 
to the Antarctic; and, also to believe that 
there are no trains running between New 
York and Utica until 4:30 P. M., and then 
not another for three hours. 

This untranslatable Teutonism is the 
chief, probably the only, fault critical play- 
goers not given to faultfinding for its own 
sake will find in Mr. Crane’s new play. 
The scene might better have been kept in 
Germany, for the sake of verisimilitude and 
logic. But Mr. Crane is a New York actor, 
identified throughout the country with New 
York types, and when he cannot find New 
York types here in the metropolis he im- 
kn them. He did well with ‘“‘My Wife’s 

ather”’ and “ The Fool of Fortune,” and 
maybe ne will do quite as well with “‘ The 
Head of the Family.’ 

The play was cheerfully received last ev- 
ening by the customary large audience. Its 
fun provoked much laughter, its few touch- 
ing scenes received the tribute of sympa- 
thetic tears. 

As Prof. Holden Mr. Crane clearly has a 
congenial part and one which exhibits brief- 
ly the serious side of his art as well as his 
ample fund of personal humor. In his sup- 
port Gladys Wallis is particularly effective 
us a pert and slangy girl, who has been 
spoiled in the bringing up, and yearns to act 
Pauline Deschapelles, but learns, in the cli- 
max, how to cook potatoes. Mr. Fitch’s 
hand is cearly discernible in the develop- 
ment of this rdle. 

As a whole, the new play is well acted, 
and it is sumptuously mounted and cos- 
tumed, too. The whisky with foam on it, 
used in one scene, was perhaps imported 
from Germany along with L’Arronge’s plot.

THE SPIERING QUARTET.

A Pleasant Chamber Music Concert at 
Hall, 

Last Winter the Spiering Quartet of Chi- 
cago paid a visit to New York, gave a con- 
cert, and made a favorable impression. En- 
couraged by that and perhaps also excited 
by the reports of a growing fondness in this 
city for chamber music, the Spiering play- 
ers came again and gave a concert last 
night in Mendelssohn Hail. And great was 
the absence of the public thereat. The au- 
dience Was a very small one, indeed, and it 
was sadly diminished by a large exodus aft- 
er the second number on the list of three. 

Yet it must not be thought that the play- 
ing of this quartet deserved either the poor 
attendance or the early departures. The 
audience was not a representative assem 
blage of New York chamber music lovers, 
and that seems to signify that people who 
love chamber music here have grown to as- 
sociate it with the four men from Boston. 
Our local quartets, of course, have their 
own following, but visitors, it seems, must 
come from Boston. 

The programme last night consisted of 
Herzogenberg’s quartet in G major, Opus 42, 
No. 3; Beethoven's E flat quartet, Opus 74 
and Schumann’s quartet in A major, Opus 
41, No. 3. The first of these was announced 
as new to New York. This may be true, but 
it will hardly become old and threadbare 
here. The minuet is melodious and well 
made, but the other three movements are 
only good capellmeister music. The Spiering 
Quartet played the number musically, and 
they gave to the Beethoven quartet also an 
appreciative and intelligent performance. 
There is plenty of earnestness and ‘vigor in 
their work, and their tone, while not noble, 
is strong and well balanced. Their playing 
is deficient chiefly in elegance and refine- 
ment, and at times there is a lack of pre- 
cision, 

But this quartet deserves encouragement. 
There can be no doubt of the musical sincer- 
ity of the four players, and they are preach- 
ing the gospel of good chamber music with 
unflagging zeal in a territory where much 
of the seed must fall on stony ground. The 
members of the quartet are Theodore Spier- 
ing, first violin; Otto Roehrborn, second vio- 
lin; Adolf Weidig, viola, and Herman Die- 
stel, ’cello,

EX-JUDGE ROBERTSON DEAD. 


Passed Away Yesterday Morning at 
His Home in Katonah—His Long 
Political Career. 


Ex-Judge William H. Robertson died at 
his home, in Katonah, early yesterday 
morning from paralysis of the brain. When 


news of his death was received at the Cus- 


tom House the flag on the building was 
placed at half mast. 

On his father’s farm, in the town of Bed- 
ford, Westchester County, this State, Will- 
iam H. Robertson was born Oct. 10, 1823. 
He received such education as the Union 
Academy, in his native town, was able to 
sive him, and subsequently taught school in 
order to get money to enable him to study 
law. He began the study of his chosen pro- 
fession in the office of Robert S. Hunt, and 
was admitted to the bar in 1847. In 1854 
he formed a law partnership with Odle 


Close, under the firm name of Close & Rob- 
ertson, and they continued together in prac- 
tice at White Plains until a few years ago. 

For the greater part of his life Judge Rob- 
ertson lived at Katonah, which is Mm the 
town of Pedford. He served successively 
as Superintendent of Schools and Super- 
visor, and was twice chosen as Chairman 
of the Board of Supervisors. In 1848 he 
was elected a member of Assembly for the 
first time, and was re-elected the following 
year. He was chosen State Senator in 1553, 
and in 1855 his Westchester constituents 
elected him County Judge, an office which 
he held for three terms. Judge Robertson 
was a member of the Electoral College in 
1860, and in 1862 was appointed by Gov. 
Morgan as Chairman of the Military Com- 
mittee to raise and organize State esas. 

As a member of the National Republican 
Convention in 1864, Judge Robertson was 
an active and influential advocate of the 
nomination of Lincoln for re-election. In 
1863 he was elected to the Fortieth Con- 
gress. He married in 1865 Miss Mary E. 
Ballard, daughter of Horatio Ballard of 
Cortland County. 

In 1871 Judge Robertson was returned to 
the State Senate from his home district, 
and he was re-elected four consecutive 
times. Many of the most powerful Repub- 
lican leaders in this State selected Judge 
Robertson as their candidate for the Guber- 
natorial nomination in 1872. He went, as 
usual, as a delegate to that convention, 
but, feeling confident that he would be 
nominated, he concluded to take not part 
in the proceedings. He left the convention 
hall, and after he had gone George W. 
Clarke unexpectedly presented the name of 
Gen, Dix, who was nominated. 

It was in 1880, however, that Judge Rob- 
ertson became a conspicuous figure in Na- 
tional politics. “=r some time prior to 
1880 he had been in antagonism to Ros- 
coe Conkling, the leeder of the Repub- 
lican organization in this State. He was one 
of the delegates from New York to the Na- 
tional Republican Convention, held in Chi- 
cago in June of that year. Conkling had 
caused the State Convention to adopt a res- 
olution instructing the New York delegates 
to vote as a unit. The distinguished leader 
was at the head of the movement to nom- 
inate Gen. Grant for a third term. Judge 
Robertson refused to obey the instructions. 
He was for Blaine, and in the National Con- 
ven‘ion he led an effect.ve bolt of New York 
delegates, thereby incurring the bitter en- 
mity of Senator Conkling. 

Garfield was the nominee of the Republic- 
an Party in that year, and the campaign 
was memorable for the prominent part that 
Grant and Conkling took in it. They rallied 
the *‘ Stalwarts ”’ to the support of Garfield, 
and it was Conkling’s earnest belief ever 
after that the work of the “ Stalwarts” 
turned certain defeat into victory. There- 
fore, when Garfield turned to Mr Blaine 
as an adviser and appointed William H. 
Robertson Collector of the Port of New 
York Conkling was so incensed that hé re- 
signed his seat in the United States Senate, 
and his colleague, Thomas C, Platt, did the 
same. The two New York Senators then 
confidently appealed to the Republican State 
Legislature to rebuke the Administration by 
re-electing them to the positions which they 
had resigned, but they were badly defeated 
by the Legislature that Conkling had sup- 
posed to be under his control. 

For an uninterrupted period of more than 
twenty years, Judge Robertson was a mem- 
ber of the Republican State Committee. An 
act of his in that capacity will ever be uas- 
sociated primarily with the extraordinary 
public career of Grover Cleveland. When 
the State Committee met in Saratoga, just 
prior to the Republican State Convention, 
in the Summer of 1882, there were the same 
discordant factions of “Stalwart” and 
‘* Half-breed’’ that had fought over Con- 
kling and Platt in the Legislature. Gen. 
Arthur was President at that. time, 
and his friends on the State Commit- 
tee were anxious to organized the State 
Committee in the interests of his Ad- 
ministration. Collector Robertson, being a 
Government officer, but not an ‘* Arthur 
man,” discreetly kept away from Sarato,za. 
Stephen B. French presented at the meet- 
ing of the State Committee what purported 
to be Robertson’s proxy, and voted it in 
favor of the machine policy. Correspondents 
of THe NEW YorK TIMES discovered the 
trick and exposed it. Judge Robertson 
promptly repudiated the proxy, but French 
and his associates had carried their point 
ind got control of the convention. Charles 
J. Folger, Arthur’s Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, was nominated for Governor. The 
‘forged proxy ” became the dominant issue 
of the campaign, and, in spite of Folger’s 
eminent abilities and irreproachable char- 
acter, he was buried by an avalanche of 
popular indignation and Grover Cleveland 
was seated in the Governor’s chair. 

After his retirement from the Collector- 
ship, Judge Robertson was sent back to the 
State Senate by his Westchester neighbors, 
until advancing age and the desire for a 
well-earned rest impelled him to retire vol- 
untarily from public office. He figured in 
recent years as referee in the Sheriff Tam- 
sen case, and was a delegate to the Repub- 
lican State Convention in 1896. He also 
acted in a legal capacity in the matter of 
the appraisal of lands taken for the aque- 
duct.

broom cornbrush in Kansas and Oklahoma, 
comprising the principal growing districts 
of the United States, and have pushed the 


price up $15 per ton. They paid $40 to $60 
per ton for the product, but yesterday re- 
fused $75 per ton. 

Broommakers now know that Kansas and 
Oklahoma are the principal brush-growing 
districts in this country, and the shortage 
of the crop enables these men to run a cor- 
ner. The deal involved the purchase of 
over a hundred cars of brush yesterday, and 
the shortage in the crop places the purchas- 
ers practically in control of the available 
supply. 4

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MILES'S NEW ARMY BILL 


Congress to be Asked to Provide 
for 100,000 Men. 


LEADER TO BE A GENERAL 


Two Lieutenant Generals Also Sug- 
gested—Plans Include Reorganiza- 
tion of the Staff Departments. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6—The measure 
which will serve as a basis for the legisla- 
tion of Congress this session looking to the 
increase and remodeling of the regular 
army has been completed by the com- 
manding General of the army, and to-day 
was handed by him to Secretary Alger, who 
will transmit it to Congress, probably 
through the Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, Representative 
Hull, after he has had an opportunity to 
make such changes as he may deem desir- 
able. 

The explanation of the broad general prin- 
ciples of the bill (one feature of which pro- 
vides for the creation of three new offices, 
a General and two Lieutenant Generals of 
the army, in accordance with the practice of 
modern military nations) is disclosed in a 
letter from Gen. Miles to Secretary Alger, in 


which the former says that the rehabilita- 
tion measure is based on “ a strength of one 
soldier to 1,000 of the population of the 
United States and two soldiers to 1,000 of 
the population of the dependent colonies, 
approximately 100,000 men,” 

The bill provides for fifteen regiments 
of cavalry, fourteen regiments of sea coast 
artillery and two of field artillery, two 
regiments of engineers, and fifty regiments 
of infantry. The cavalry regiments are 
each to have 1,000 enlisted men, besides the 
necessary officers; sea coast artillery regi- 
ments 1,200 enlisted men, field artillery 
1,032 enlisted men, and infantry regiments 
1,200 enlisted men, divided into three bat- 
talions of four companies each. The in- 
fantry arm is to be organized upon the 


basis of two army corps of three divisions, 


of three brigades of three regiments each. 

The bill proposes the appointment of a 
General of the army, two Lieutenant Gen- 
erals, six Major Generais of infantry, one 
Major General of Cavalry, one Major Gen- 
eral of artillery, eighteen Brigadier Gen- 
erals of infantry, two Brigadier Generals 
of cavalry, and two Brigadier Generals of 
artillery. ‘me Adjutant General is to have 
the rank of Major General, and is to have 
two assistants, with the rank of Brigadier 
General, three with the rank of Colonel, 
six with the rank of Lieutenant Colonel, 
and twelve with the rank of Major. Provis- 
ion is also made for twenty-six Adjutants 
General, with the rank of Captain, (mount- 
ed.) Details to fill vacancies in this list 
and in other branches of the general staff 
of the army are to create vacancies in the 
corresponding grades of the arms of the 
service from which the appointments are 
made. 

The Inspector General is to have the rank 
of Major General; one Assistant is to rank 
as a Brigadier; three as Colonels, nine as 
Lieutenant Colonels, and five as Majors. 
Provision is also made for a Judge Advo- 
cate General, with the rank of Brigadier; 
two Assistants ranking as Colonels; three 
as Lieutenant Colonels, and twelve as Ma- 
jors. The Quartermaster General is also to 
rank as a Brigadier, and is to have eight 
assistants ranking as Colonels, sixteen as 
Lieutenant Colonels, twenty-eight as Ma- 
jors, and ninety as Captains, (mounted,) 
with a military storekeeper ranking as a 
Captain. 

The Commissary General of Subsistence, 
under the proposed law, would ran&® as a 
Brigadier, and would have the following as- 
sistants, four ranking as Colonels, three as 
Lieutenant Colonels, twelve as Majors, and 
thirty-five as mounted Captains. The Chief 
of Ordnance would also rank as a Brigadier 
General, and six ordnance officers, it is pro- 
posed, shall have the rank of Colonels, 
eight that of Lieutenant Colonel, sixteen 
that of Major, twenty-six, that of Captain, 
and twenty-six that of Lieutenant. The 
enlisted force of the Ordnance Department 
isto —— of 500 men. 

The bill contemplates a Surgeon General 
with the rank of Brigadier General 20 as- 
Sistants ranking as Colonels, 30 as Lieuten- 
ant Colonels, 175 as Majors, 120 ag Captains, 
(mounted,) and 250 as Lieuterants, (mount- 
ed.) The Medical Corps is te consist of 250 
hospital stewards and 2,000 privates. The 
Engineer Corps is to include a Chief of 
Engineers, ranking as a Brigadier Gen- 
eral; 10 Colonels, 18 Lieutenant Colonels, 
42 Majors, 42 Captains, (mounted,) 46 First 
Lieutenants, (mounted,) and 42 Second Lfeu- 
tenants, (mounted.) The Paymaster Gen- 
eral is to rank as a Brigadier General and 
is to have 5 assistants ranking as Colo- 
nels, 8 as Lieutenant Colonels, and 50 as 
Majors. The Signal Corps is to include 1 
Chief Signal officer, with the rank of Brig- 
adier General; 2 Signal Officers ranking as 
Colonels, 2 as Lieutenant Colonels, 3 as 
Majors, 12 as Captains, (mounted,) 18 as 
Lieutenants, (mounted,) and, in all, 610 
enlisted men. 

It is proposed that the corps of cadets 
shall consist of one from each Congressional 
district, one from each Territory, one from 
the District of Columbia, two from each 
State at large, and forty from the United 
States at large. They are to be appointed 
by the President, and, with the exception of 
the forty cadets appointed at large, actual 
residents of the Congressional or Territo- 
rial districts or of the District of Columbia 
or of the States, respectively, from which 
they purport to be appointed. 


MRS. McKINLEY HERE. 


The Wife of the President Arrives 
from Washington to Do Her 
Christmas Shopping. 


Mrs. William McKinley, the wife of the 
President, arrived in the city last night 
on the Congressional Limited in the private 
car of President Thomson of the Pensyl- 
vania Railroad. She was accompanied by 
Mrs. Stephen Rand, wife of Paymaster 
Rand, U. S. N.; Mrs. Abner McKinley, and 
Miss Katherine Endesley, sister of Mrs. 
Abner McKinley. The party went to the 
Windsor Hotel, corner of Forty-sixth Street 
and Fifth Avenue. Mrs. McKinley comes 
here to do her Christmas shopping. 

The rooms which Mrs. McKinley occupies 
at the hotel are decorated in shades of 


robin’s-egg blue, a color to which she is 
particularly partial. When the party ar- 
rived at the hotel the carriages were-drawn 
up at the Forty-sixth Street entrance. Mrs. 
McKinley entered leaning on the arms of 
Warren F. Leland and Abner McKinley. 
She was followed by the other members of 
her party and Col. Wilbur C, Bronson of 
Fostoria, Chio. . 

Mrs. McKinley’s rooms were elaborately 
furnished in honor of her arrival. A new 
bed was ordered, and this was covered with 
an eiderdown counterpane of blue and white 
soft silk. A picture of the President was 
placed on a gilded stand near the bed. The 
walls were of a robin’s-egg blue shaded 
with gold, and were adorned with one large 
painting entitled the “ Birth of the Ameri- 
can Flag.’”’ There was a table at the foot 
of the bed, covered with a heavy cover of 
blue and gold. On it stood a vase filled 
with roses. The Stars and Stripes were 
draped in graceful folds over the @airrors, 
and other vases filled with fresh roses were 
artistically arranged in various parts of the 
suite. 

The private dining room which Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley will use during her stay in the city 
is also decorated in rcobin’s egg blue and 
white, and yesterday it was filled with the 
choicest of fruits and flowers. She will dine 
from a new service of the finest china, 
touched with crimson and gold. In the 
waiting room is a beautiful clock of beaten 
gold, on each side of which rest two vases 
of her favorite colors—robin’s egg blue and 
gold. In this room is a private telephone, 
connecting with a wire which runs direct to 
the White House in Washington. 

As soon as Mrs. McKinley arrived last 
night she called up her husband and waited 
for an instant with the receiver at her ear. 
A smile spread over her face as she heard 
the voice of the President. Then she said: 
* Just arrived safe and sound. Pleasant 
journey. My rooms are filled with fruit 
and flowers, which make me feel refreshed 
already.”’

“Il am glad to know you had a pleasant 
trip. Take good care of yourself.” 

Mrs. McKinley then said to her friends 
that she was very tired, and retired for the 
night. She announced that her visit here

DEATH OF JAMES McGEE. 
He Was Manager of the Devoe Works 


of the Standard Oil Company. 


James McGee, manager at 26 Broadway of 
the Devoe Works of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, diéd suddenly yesterday morning at 
his home, Washington Park, Plainfield, N.J., 
in his seventy-second year. Mr. McGee was in 
his office in the Standard Oil Building as 


late as Monday afternoon. He appeared to 
be in his usual health, and left to attend 
a meeting in the Methodist Book Concern 
Building. On reaching home in the evening 
he complained of illness, and Dr, Jenkins 
of Plainfield found cardiac irregularity, but 
under his care the symptoms abated and the 
patient retired, At the time he was usually 
called he was found dead in bed. 

Mr. McGee was born in New York, and re- 
ceived a common-school education. He began 
his business career as a cotton broker, and 
was dealing in. petroleum when he became 
a member of the New York Produce Ex- 
change, of which he was a manager in 1875, 
Vice President in 1879 and 1886, and Presi- 
dent in 1886-7. In 1873 he became identified 
with the Standard Oil Company. As a 
business man he was widely esteemed. He 
had been since manhood deeply interested 
in the affairs and prosperity of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, and, was its bene- 
factor in various ways. Af Plainfield he 
built the Monroe Avenue Church, and: gave 
to the congregation the adjoining Epworth 
League Building.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stock market irreular. 


— 


Some further shrinkage was shown yes- 
terday in Stock Exchange business, total 
transactions falling about 30,000 shares be- 
low the aggregate of Monday and consid- 
erably more than that below what has 
been recently the ruling average. Generally 
the market did not show many interesting 
features. Net changes for the day were 
largely fractional. A few of the higher- 
priced, exclusively investment shares fell off 
sharply—Manitoba and Northwest preferred 
over four points apiece—while in other 
parts of the market there was substantial 
betterment, notably in the anthracite coal 
stocks, all of which rose. 

Bull sentiment continues. Practically 
every man of consequence in the Stock Ex- 
change district can be quoted as taking 
optimistic views of the business outlook. 

*,* 

The phenomenal money market situation 
exerts more influence than any other factor. 
Ease in Wall Street, supplemented by ease 
at practically every business centre through- 
out the country, counts effectually in favor 
of the security market. Significance at- 
tends the fact that every new issue of good 
securities is subscribed for over and over 
again, and that not only banks of deposit 
but savings banks are recognizing changed 
conditions by taking official action lower- 
ing their valuation of current funds. 

When money goes down securities must 
go up. In this is a business see-saw not 
escaped once in a hundred times. 
the basis of what past records have almost 
uniformly been, cool calculators in Wall 
Street are founding cheerful expectations. 
The amount of money now awaiting invest- 
ment, tremendous as it is shown to be, will 
at New Year’s be supplemented by an out- 
pour beyond all records of recent years. 
And for such crowding of funds invest- 
ments must be found, 

The bond market is practically swept 
clear of bargains. It is becoming difficult 
to get sure 4 per cent. net returns on gilt- 
edged issues. What this means any observ- 
er can readily figure. What is, moreover, a 
matter beyond dispute is that Europe is so 
heavily indebted to the United States that 
if any concerted action whatever were un- 
deraken our bankers could bring gold here 
in almost unprecedented volume—bring it 
not by borrowing it, but by simply collect- 
ing what is our National due,

DECEMBER WHEAT LIQUIDATION. 


There is a bogey man in the wheat pit, and 
his name is liquidation. If there has been 
as much December wheat liquidated with- 
in a week as a good many gay there has, it 
must originally have been purchased in 
some other market than this one, the 
amount being placed anywhere from 5,000,- 
00 to 10,000,000 bushels, and, if we are to 
believe what we are told, it is not yet 
through with. The record has been for 
several weeks that trade in the pit has 
been slow, generally of the scalping kind, 
hence very largely closed up each day. 


Where or when anybody or everybody. had 
accumulated as much long December wheat 
as suggested above—providing it was ac- 
cumulated, which it certainly was not—is a 
mystery on the kind of market we have 
had. Moreover, if somebody or other was 
long this amount, somebody or other must 
have been short of it. It is largely myth- 
ical—_the bogey man knew the crowd was 
afraid, as it always is at the close of a 
long option, of liquidation playing a part, 
and by selling short quite freely strength- 
ened not only this idea, but his bank ac- 
count. The’ crowd has beaten itself, or 
allowed itself to be beaten, by allowing its 
imagination to run away with its common 
sense. The load was certainly not a very 
heavy one.,—Chicago Chronicle.

Formerly the bulk of our exports consisted 
of farm products, but now, one has only to 
look up the record of exports of manu- 
facturers for the year 1898, to realize the 
great strides we are making in this direc- 
tion. And no one with a modicum of reason- 
ing power will deny chat this great activity 
in our shops and factories means prosperity 
for us, large railroad earnings, and a large 
increase in the purchasing power of the 
masses.—Boston Commercial Bulletin. 


SAVINGS BANKS’ RATES. 


Managements of important savings banks 
in Greater New York are at present giving 
much consideration to the subject of inter- 
est payments on the monéys deposited with 
them. It is being recognized that returns 
from investments in general are smaller 
than they were a few years ago, and an- 
nouncement is expected to be shortly made 
of a reduction in the rate now paid to de- 
positors in other institutions than the Bow- 
ery Savings Bank, which has just cut down 
its figure. A representative of THE NEW 
York Times yesterday obtained an expres- 
sion of opinion on this matter from Presi- 
dent James McMahon of the Emigrant In- 
dustrial Savings Bank. It will be, remem- 
bered that the policy of this bank was 
much criticised when about a year ago it 
took the initiative in lowering the interest 
rate on deposits as well as the rate charged 
for mortgage loans. Mr. McMahon said: 

“The conditions governing money invest- 
ments during the last few years have not 


been such as to warrant the payment of 4 
per cent. interest by savings banks. Of 
course, banks with a good surplus might 
continue paying that rate for some time 
to come, but upon the merits of the invest- 
ments they have been making during the 
lest few years growing banks cannot now 
pay a rate in excess of 3% per cent. 

“The laws of New York State make it 
permissible for savings banks in this State 
to use as surplus 15 per cent. of their de- 
posits. Very few banks, however, avail 
themselves of this privilege, being content, 
as a rule, with a surplus of about 10 per 
cent. This surplus is designed to under- 
write the money of the depositors, so that 
in the event of loss occurring from any in- 
vestments the depositor shall not suffer. 

‘“‘When this bank reduced its rate of in- 
terest to depositors it was in the firm belief 
that the tendency was toward cheaper 
money, and that in the near future we 
should be obliged, in order to keep our in- 
vestments in mortgage loans, to reduce our 
rate to 4 per cent. on such loans. This we 
did last January. The wisdom of this 
course has been justified by subsequent 
events. 

‘“‘Tt would seem that there is a movement 
on foot in many of our States in the direc- 
tion of bringing about a lower legal rate 
of interest upon all lines of investments 
and in the dividends of savings banks. 1 
think that the banks of this State, from 
their thoroughly good condition, will be 
enabled to continue paying 3% per cent. for 
many years. I regard 3% per cent. as an 
excellent return for money, and it is only 
through savings banks that a result can be 
had which would warrant the payment of 
this very liberal rate of interest. Taking 
savings banks as a whole, they are most 
economically administered, so that the de- 
positors receive in full every mill they are 
entitled to.”’ s 

The Board of Trustees of the Seaman’s 
Bank for Savings will meet to-morrow and 
discuss the advisability of reducing the rate 
of interest on deposits from 4 to 3% per cent. 
Tt was said yesterday that the officers of 
the Irving Savings Bank would meet next 
Tuesday to consider a similar reduction, and 
that the German Savings Bank and the 
Brecklyn Savings Bank would also take up 
the question soon. 

The Bowery Savings Bank, which decided

SUGAR TRUST’S DIVIDEND. 


Professional Wall Street’s expectations 
were fulfilled yesterday when the Directors 
of the Sugar Trust met and declared the 
regular quarterly 3 per cent. dividend on 
the common stock. Although for some time 
past there has been more or less talk re- 
garding the probability of a decrease in the 
rate, hardly any one in the Street has 
really believed that there would be a cut. 

It has been semi-officially stated that the 
trust’s earnings for the quarter show only 
1% per cent. for the common stock, be- 


cause of the aggressive and expensive trade 
war in which the Sugar Trust is now en- 
gaged. Upon this and upon President Have- 
meyer’s understood opposition to the pay- 
ment of anything more than was earned 
have been based the intimations that the 
Trust Directors were likely to make a 
smaller dividend than heretofore. But at 
the meeting yesterday, it is understood, the 
question of the current quarter’s earnings 
was ignored, and the fact that the Trust 
shows for the year beyond 12 per cent. on 
the stock was considered good reason for 
keeping up the 12 per cent. rate. 

Sugar Trust was generally expected to 
boom on the announcement of the declara- 
tion of the regular dividend. It did not. 
After a feeble spurt it developed weakness, 
selling down below 126, and closing there 
with a loss of a full point net for the day. 
Some belated shorts covered when the divi- 
dend announcement came out, but their 
buying was not long effective against the 
heavy liquidation that immediately set in, 


COAL STOCKS BUOYANT. 

Next to Sugar Trust yesterday the anthra- 
cite coal shares were most conspicuous in 
the market, Under the leadership of Dela- 
ware and Hudson that group showed note- 
worthy strength, many of its shares mak- 
ing substantial gains, In Delaware and Hud- 
son talk of Vanderbilt control was some- 
what effective, but sentiment on the Goal 
stocks generally has been much improved 
by the talk of a “‘ gentlemen’s agreement ” 
between the several interests, and of the 
probability of a 50-cent advance in_ coal 
prices on the ist of January. Wall Street 
gossip also says that the bituminous trade 
is to be whipped into line, as well as the 
anthracite. The short interest in the coal- 
ers has been large, and recent bullish talk 
has led to much covering. 

Delaware and Hudson got up to 105 yes- 
terday, and closed with a gain of between 
3 and 4 points. Lackawanna sold at 147, 
gaining 2 points. Jersey Central, which 
was the least active of the coalers, gained 
between 1 and 2 points, while Reading 
first preferred got up close to 47, and the 
other Reading stocks made fractional ad- 
vances. There was much talk of Morgan 
buying in the latter stocks. 


NORTHERN PACIFICS ACTIVE. 


Both Northern Pacific stocks yesterday 
took on new life and made substantial ad- 
vances during the day. About 17,000 shares 
of the common changed hards and it sold 
above 41. The preferred was much less 
active, but it, too, advanced, selling as 
high as 76. Morgan brokers were steady 
buyers and were helped to some extent by 
London houses. 

Seeing the new activity and buoyancy of 
the Northern Pacifics, Wall Street im- 
mediately began to talk about a settle- 
ment of the snarls among the Pacific roads, 
and before the day was out it was posi- 
tively asserted in many quarters that the 
Morgan-Hill quarrel had been adjusted. 
There was, however, no confirmation of 
these stories. In conservative uarters 
more stress was laid upon the fact that the 
time for dividend action upon Northern 
Pacific common is approaching than upon 
the other stories. The Directors are ex- 
pected to meet on the 13th or 14th of this 
month and to declare a 1 per cent. dividend 
on Northern Pacific common. What most 
concerns Wall Street is as to the period 
which that dividend will represent. 


THE HUNTINGTON ROADS. 


The Huntington stocks continued con- 
spicuous yesterday, Central Pacific running 
up sharply to 34%, while Pacific Mail rose 
above 42, and Southern Pacific sold close to 
29. These Pacific stocks are steadily com- 


ing more and more into favor in Wall 
Street, where for many years past they 
have been looked upon with suspicion. 
Heretofore it has been hard to find any 
friends of the Huntington properties among 
the rank and file of the Street, but in the 
past two or three months there has been a 
notable change in sentiment upon them. 
Inside interests have been recently con- 
spicuous as buyers of the group, and in all

TRACTION SHARES FIRM. 


Local traction stocks were again strong 
yesterday. Metropolitan Street Railway, 
with between 9 and 10 points to its eredit, 
got up to 187 again, and closed at that price, 
with a net gain of 1% points.

Elevated sold at 98%, and made a fractional 
gain, while Brooklyn Rapid Transit, which 
was traded in to the extent of about 7,500 
shares, was also firm. 

In Metropolitan Street Railway there was 
considerable profit taking, but all stock of- 
fered found a ready market. Traders con- 
tinued openly bearish on Manhattan, but 
they found it well supported at all times. 
In Brooklyn Rapid Transit there were fur- 
ther indications:of a disposition on the part 
of insiders to accumulate the stock. 


MORGAN BULLISHNESS.

INJURED BY RUNAWAY HoRsEs.—A novel 
question as to the liability of the owner 
for injuries inflicted by a runaway horse 
was involved in a suit recently tried for the 
fourth time in Kingston, N. Y. It was 
brought by Mary Benoit against the Troy 
and Lansingburg Railroad Company, and 
was recently tried before Judge Clearwater 
and a jury in the Supreme Court, 
pany used a team of horses in drawing cars 
from Troy to Lansingburg and back. On 
the 9th of December, 1890, while the team 
was being driven from its stables to be 
hitched to the cars some schoolboys threw 
snowballs and the team ran away. The 
horses were not injured.

a second time no matter what caused them 
to run away, upon the principle that the 
owner of a vicious dog which has once bit- 
ten a person is liable if the dog bites an- 
other person and the owner has knowledge 
of the first biting. Judge Clearwater 
charged the jury that the rule as to dogs 
wag not applicable to horses. He said the 
law recognizes the inherent disposition of 
dogs to bite. If the first runaway was due 
to the vicious disposition of the horses then 
the defendant, he said, while at liberty to 
use them, was bound to use every care to 
control them, and if in any respect he failed 
to do so, and because of such failure the 
Plain titt was injured, the company was 
lable; but if the first runaway was due 
solely to sudden fright arising from causes 
beyond defendant’s control, and the second 
due to similar causes—one of the horses 
being struck by a snowball thrown by a 
echoolboy,—then the defendant was not 
liable unless at the time of the accident the 
driver of the horses was careless in handling 
them. The jury failed to agree after de- 
liberating thirty-six hours, standing five for 
plaintiff to seven for defendant. 


To Expand Transportation Club.

McCARTNEY AFTER RAILROADS. 


Has Prepared an Ordinance to Compel 
Companies to Move Snow. 


Street Cleaning Commissioner McCartney 
has prepared for the Municipal Assembly 
an ordinance intended to bring him relief 
in the work of removing snow from the 
streets. The ordinance compels the street 
railway companies to remove from their 
tracks, and for two feet on each side of 
the rails the snow that falls during the 
day or night. 

If the snow falls during the day it must 
be removed, piled up on the side of the 
street, and carted away before sunset. If 
it falls during the night it must be removed 
in the same way before sunrise. 

Mr. McCartney says that as soon as the 
snow falls on the street the companies 
shovel it off their tracks, and then scatter 
salt over them, The salt, he says, makes 
a slush, and it is consequently impossible 
to keep the sidewalks clean. The ordi- 
nance has not yet been introduced.

AN AUTOMATIC TELEPHONE 


New Corporation Organized to Put 
It Into Use. 





MAY GIVE FIVE CENT “ CALLS” 


Inventor Ries Says He Can Furnish 
Better Service at Half the 
Current Rates. 


There is a promise that the demand for 
cheaper telephone tolls will be satisfied 
without legislative aid. The United States 
Automatic Telephone Company, just incor- 
porated at Albany, has been organized for 
putting into use in this country an “ auto- 
matic ’’ telephone which is said to contain 
radically new features. Its inventor, Elias 
E. Ries, not only claims for it many. advan- 
lages over the Bell system, but says it will 
enable him to give service at half the cur- 
rent rates. 

The Directors of the corporation are Mr. 
Ries, Israel Steinhart, H. A. J. Wilkens, 
Martin Lowenstein, and Henry J. Furlong 
of Furlong & O'Connell, counsel for the 
company. The capital stock is $1,000,000, 
the majority of which, Mr. Ries said yes- 
terday, has been subscribed. The company 
has offices in the New York Life Building, 
and will elect officers within two weeks. Mr. 
Furlong said yesterday that it would be an 
easy matter to give New Yorkers five-cent 
“calls”? by the use of the Ries apparatus 
The corporation will organize branch com- 
panies in every State in the Union, in direct 
competition with the Bell system. 

The new telephone was on exhibition at 
the corporation’s offices yesterday. It trans- 
mits with great clearness, and Mr, Ries de- 
clared that for this reason he could talk 
at much longer distances over his telephone 
than by the Bell apparatus. “* It will cost less 
than half as much to install it and to main- 
tain it,” he said. ‘‘I do not want to do 
more than cut rates in half, because I want 
our branch companies to make something.” 
The saving in cost, Mr. Ries says, is effect- 
ed in two ways: the magneto bells in each 
subscriber’s box are done away with, and 
the work at the central office is performed 
much more swiftly and easily. 

The .receiver of the new apparatus is a 
sealed chamber, which may lie about on 
one’s desk anywhere. It is so weighted as 
to stand upright. The connections in the 
receiver are made through a drop of mer- 
cury. When the receiver is in an upright 
position the mercury lies in contact with a 
tip of iron, and by this connection the 
“talking ”’ circuit is established. A button 
in the receiver’s top is used instead of a 
crank for calling central. The current comes 
from a single generator in the central office, 
which can serve any number of subscribers, 
thus doing away with the magneto beil in 
each subscriber’s separate box. This central 
generator, to supply 5,000 customers, would 
cost about $100, Mr, Ries estimates, as 
against a cost of $5 to put in each magneto 
bell. 

When the subscriber has rung up central 
he lifts the receiver to his ear, reversing its 
position. The mercury flows to another part 
of the receiver, making the “ hearing’”’ cir- 
cuit. If while in this position he wants io 
attract central’s attention he merely tips 
his receiver over and presses his button, 
and the bell rings in the central office. A 
bell also rings in his transmitter’s box, but 
it is not a magneto bell. The power to ring 
it comes from the central generator. 

While the subscriber is talking to his 
friend, the receiver being in a reversed con- 
dition, no one can cut in on him by ringing 
his bell, and even if three or four different 
subscribers use the same wire none of them 
can hear conversation except from the man 
he has called up. The subscriber is not 
bothered by the question “Are you 
through?” When he is through he simply 


lays down the receiver. 
The Directors said yesterday that the 


service would certainly be supplied to this 
city.

The Missionary’s Liabilities Are $20,- 
302, with No Actual Assets.
